Harrison's Promises as Made 
to Elkins. 


Was Hot to Stand in "Plumed M ighty’ 
Ha; in ’92, 


Political HW b and Gossip Ffesh and 


Hot from Many Sources. 


2 7 —Tho Indi­ 
ana friends of 
Seowkary Blaine have 
contributed an interesting chapter to car- 
rent political gossip w ithin th e past few 
days. and the recital Is given so circum- 
stantially w ith regard to dates and Incidents, 
and is corroborated so fully by antecedent 
facts w ith whioh the Indiana public is 
fam iliar, th a t even th e m ost sceptical 
friends of th e President will find it ex­ 
ceedingly difficult to resist the impression 
of tru th whioh th e story oonveys. 
W hile Justifying In a large degree the 
uprising in this S tate in favor of Blaine, the 
secretary's friends claim th a t th e facts are 
n ot now given to th e public for any suoh 
purpose, for th ey do not feel the need of 
justifying th eir 
opposition 
to Harrison, 
but 
because 
the 
reoital 
w ill 
show 
that, if the President w ere tru e to th e 
pledges whioh he voluntarily gave when a 
candidate, he him self would be second to 
no one in the desire to have Blaine the 
unanim ous choice of th e party as his suc­ 
cessor. 
The story, as told by a gentlem an who 
w as prom inently identified w ith the cam ­ 
paign of 1888 as a speaker and party coun­ 
sellor, but who is now enthusiastic in his 
support of Blaine, is here given substan­ 
tially in his own words: 
On Friday, June 15, Steve E lkins arrived 
in this city, and was driven directly to H ar­ 
rison’s hom e on North D elaw are st. 
The presidential candidate was not at his 
office at the time, 
B u t I le w a . S e n t F o r. 


and he and E lkins were in consultation 
from early in the evening till the train left 
for Chicago th at night, th e conference ex­ 
tending over about five hours. 
The outlook for the presidential nom ina­ 
tion was considered in all its bearings, and 
H arrison was assured of the kindly feeling 
which the friends of Blaine, who was then 
in Europe, had for him as compared w ith 
other candidates. 
E lkins did not conceal from Harrison the 
fact th at he knew there would be a strong 
feeling in the then Approaching convention 
for Blaine, b ut in the sam e breath he as­ 
sured him th at Blaine would not aocept a 
nom ination 
He said th at Blaine’s health was sobroaen 
th a t he cfvulci not possibly stand the m ental 
worry incident to a cam paign, and th at his 
friends were more solicitous about a future 
nom ination, w hen lie should have been 
fully restored by rest and recreation, than 
about the present, which neither he nor 
tli6y desired. 
In other words, Blaine felt no interest in 
the approaching struggle, except for party 
success, but he was interested in having an 
adm inistration, if the party was successful, 
th a t would not seek to build up a personal 
following by using the patronage to that 
end.ami thus jeopardize party success when 
B laine should bo called to take the leader­ 
ship iii a campaign for whose duties he was 
physically qualified. 
I H I B B 
larrison saw the point winch Elkins had 
so deftly made, and in his blunt way said : 
‘‘Mr. Blaine, then, is not now a candidate, 
but, should he be restored to health, ho 
M ay D esire th e N o m in a tio n 
four years hence.” 
Tho reply was as candid as the semi in ­ 
terrogatory of the candidate, and he was 
assured th at such was a fact. 
H arrison then said, in substance, that he 
was a candidate, not for a future nom ina­ 
tion, but for the present one, and that he 
had long considered the office as one to 
which no citizen should aspire more than 
once; th at a cam paign w as fraught with 
m any hardships, and th at the office was 
surrounded w ith m any responsibilities and 
cares,and th at his aspirations were confined 
to the present 
Ho referred to the distinguished services 
of Blaine to his country and his party, and 
gave E lkins to understand that, if lie were 
nom inated at the approaching convention. 
and Blaine should survive aud be restored 
to health, lie would gladly relinquish any 
claim s th at lie iniglit nave on tho party at 
the end of four years in lits favor. 
E lkins went from here to Chicago, and 
began tile tactics witii which tile public are 
fain liar, and which so disgusted the ad­ 
herents o: Harrison. 
D uring the struggle, however. Harrison 
said nothing against Elkins, and when the 
nom ination had been consum m ated, and 
E lkins returned here Ju n e 30, he was re­ 
ceived as th e honored guest at tho H ar­ 
rison homestead. 
T he im m ediate friends of the presidential 
candidate wore very lunch surprised at the 
cordiality with which E lkins was received, 
but attributed it to the fact th at Harrison 
was desirous of 
C o n c ilia tin g th o F r ie n d s o f B la in e 
and, in this light, it was viowed as an evi­ 
dence of his political -agacity. 
E lkins rem ained three days and during 
th a t tim e lie aud Harrison had several con­ 
ferences. 
In one of those lie referred to the conver­ 
sation of two weeks before, and Harrison 
renewed the pledge th a t he had then given, 
and did it with such apparent earnestness 
th at Elkins returned hom e perfectly satis­ 
fied th at the adm inistration would not bo 
exerted to dwarf Blam e if Harrison was 
elected. 
Through him Harrison sent tho invitation 
to Blaine to v isit tao State during the cam ­ 
paign and, if possible, m ake speeches in 
several of the most populous cities, 
In discussing tho future of the party w ith 
a num ber of H arrison’s friends. Elkins told 
the story of his conferences w ith Harrison. 
and of the pledges th at he had given, both 
Via fzsvn Olin oftov f Ii a I 11 i i o o 
onn tmiiHnri 
before and after the Chicago convention, 
and declared th at it was his intention from 
the first to turn the Blaine enthusiasm to, 
H arrison’s account, b u t the tactics invoked 
were necessary, in order to secure com plete 
acquiescence in tho ultim ate selection by 
the convention. 
W hether H arrison’s desire for Elnino to 
participate in the Indiana cam paign was 
real or feigned is not known, but subsequent 
events proved conclusively th at lie and his 
friends regarded Blaine’s coming with sus­ 
picion ann, ns soon as it was decided upon, 
took steps to provent it. 
■ 
The appearance of Blaine in this city was 
a com plete corroboration of all th at Elkins 
ban said regarding his popularity with the 
party, and on every hand Harrison saw 
him self overshadowed by the man from 
Maine. 
Crowds hung upon Blaine’s carriage, old 
and young sought to take him by the hand, 
and wherever he w ent he was followed by 
hundreds who shouted his nam e and ex­ 
alted him 
A t H ie K x p e m e o f H a rriso n . . 
The latter could not help but notice tho 
im m ense popularity of his guest, but he 
looked upon the dem onstrations w ith a 
cold eye and a brow draw n into wrinkles 
by the vexation which he coaid not ex­ 
press. 
In th e private conferences at his home he 
discussed m atters relating to the cam paign, 
but, it is said, made no allusion to the visit 
of Elkins, or the promises which he had 
then m ade w ith respect to the nom ination 
in 1892. 
Blaine was, of course, silent upon th at 
subject, and it is not known th at it has 
ever been m entioned between the President 
and his secretary, though it has been the 
subject of correspondence w ithin the past 
few weeks between E lkins and some of 
B laine’s friends in this city, 
In th is correspondence E lkin s reiterates 
the statement that H airison promised not 
to be in the way if Blaine should bo re­ 
stored to health, and says, it is claimed, that 
he is surprised that th e President has not 
spoken before this on tho subject of a re­ 
nomination and declined to be considered a 
candidate.

I hey are inclined to look on Pow derly^ 
action now as a justification of their dis­ 
tru st in him in the past, and a vindication, 
if any were needed, of their secession from 
th e K nights of Labor and organization of 
th e riv al American Federation of Labor. 
Those who still pin their faitli to Pow­ 
derly on the other hand can see nothing 
w rong in his intention of going to the con­ 
vention as the nom inee of either party, and 
assert th at it is only in accordance w ith his 
professions in tim es past, and say th at he 
will be first of all a labor man, no m atter 
w hich party sends him to the convention. 
They are furtherm ore in hopes th a t lain 
presence in the convention will have a big 
effect In rescuing Pennsylvania from the 
grasp of tho coal anil iron barons, In whoso 
hands she is now clutched.

TO SU CC EED 
PRO C TO R . 


R um ors Afloat as to th e N ew Secretary 
of W ar. 
B urling to n, Vt., Aug. 28.—Quite a tangi­ 
ble rum or was current in Burlington, last, 
evening, to the effect th at Gen. W illiam 
W ells was to be appointed Secretary of W ar 
to succeed Secretary Proctor. 
Gen. Wells, when seen this evening by a 
representative of T u b G l o b e, said th at it 
was news to him. 
Senator Edm unds was also seen this even­ 
ing at his home, but so far as an explicit 
statem ent was concerned he was, as usual, 
non-com m ittal. He said, however: 
"Should the President tender Gen. W ells 
th e appointm ent to the secretaryship of 
w ar I hardly think ho would accept on ac­ 
count of the condition of his health, or, 
rather, the condition in which he was 
physically but a few m onth ago. The gen­ 
eral would certainly m ake a good secre- 
taiy .” 
Gen. Wells was born at W aterbury, V t, 
Dec. 14, 1837, and cam e to Burlington in 
18(58. Ile enlisted as a private in Company 
C, 1st Verm ont Cavalry, and was promoted 
successively to the ranks of first lieutenant 
and captain of Company C, m ajor and 
colonel of tile 1st V erm ont Cavalry, and 
brevet brigadier, 
brigadier and 
brevet 
major-general. 
Ho represented W aterbury In the Legisla­ 
ture iii 1805 and 18(56. In 1866 he was 
elected adjutant and inspector-general, and 
lie held this position by successive elections 
till May, 1872. 
In this year he was appointed by Presi­ 
d ent G rant collector of customs for the 
district of Vermont. 
In 1886 he was a 
S tate senator from C hittenden county. 
He was president of the board of trustees 
of the Soldiers’ Home from tho organization 
of the board until last year. He is president 
of the Burlington Gas J jg h t Company, vice­ 
president of the W ells Sc Richardson Coni­ 
cally, president of the Burlington T rust 
Company and a director of the R utland rail­ 
road. 
Secretary Proctor, w hen asked if there 
was any tru th in the report, said th at there 
was nothing in it. Ile added that the Presi­ 
dent had given (he m atter no attention 
w hatever, and, furtherm ore, he said he had 
never formally discussed tho question of his 
retirem ent from the cabinet w ith President. 
Harrison. 
Gen. Wells was seen in relation to the re­ 
port th at he was to be appointed .secretary 
of war. He laughed a t the idea, and said 
th a t he had received no intim ation to th at 
effect. 


E lkins M ay be th e Man. 
W h eelin g, W. Va., Aug. 28.—News comes 
from W ashington, from a source close to the 
adm inistration, th at a m ovem ent has been 
started in behalf of Stephen B. E lkins of 
this State, as successor to Secretary of W ar 
Proctor. 
It will be urged upon the President, th at 
if he m akes a selection with special refer­ 
ence to strengthening the party W est Vir­ 
ginia should be considered. 
A governm ent official at W ashington is 
quoted as saying: 
"T he selection of Mr. 
E lkins for a cabinet office would tend to 
give Hie lie direct to all reports of any lack 
of harm ony between th e President and Mr. 
Blaine, which the opposition has tried so 
persistently to keep in circulation.” 


M aryland R epublican Convention. 
The M aryland Republicans held a State 
convention at Ocean City, Thursday. A 
platform was adopted com m ending Presi­ 
dent Harrison’s adm inistration, denouncing 
the Democrats in general, and favoring 
such treaty arrangem ents w ith other coun­ 
tries as will lead them to take off or reduce 
the im port duties on American tobacco. 
T his ticket was n o m inated: For governor, 
Col. V annort; com ptroller, Caph J. Mac­ 
Donald: attornev-general. George M. S ham ; 
clerk of the Court of Appeals, Enoch Ii. 
Abbell. 


Mnj. M cK inley to Como to Boston. 
A Providence despatch states th at Maj. 
M cKinley has w ritten an autograph letter 
to a gentlem an of national reputation, now 
in this city, which says he had received an 
invitation to attend and address the Home 
M arket Club of Boston w ithin a few weeks. 
He says th at Senator Aldrich 
and 
ex- 
Speaker Reed had also been invited to be 
present and speak at th a t special m eeting, 
and th at lie had based his acceptance upon 
th e appearance of Messrs. Aldrich and Reed, 
he being trilling to sacrifice a few days from 
the Ohio cam paign for a visit to Boston. 


B rice Gives C am pbell 1 0 ,0 0 0 M ajority, 
I ndianapolis, Ind., Aug. 28.—Senator 
Calvin S. Brice says: "W e feel very confi­ 
dent over iii Ohio th a t Gov. Campbell will 
be re-elected, and th a t his m ajority over 
McKinley will not be less than 10,000. The 
fight will be m ade purely on the tariff ques­ 
tion, and the feeling am ong not only farm ­ 
ers. but business mon aud citizens of all 
classes, Is such th at Cam pbell’s success is 
certain. 
"There is no tru th in tho report th at tho 
Now York im porters have raised half a m il­ 
lion dollars to contribute to the Ohio Demo­ 
cratic campaign fund, an im practical tiling 
to do at best, as it would not serve their 
business interests one particle. Cold-blooded 
business men in New York city have very 
little of the revengeful sentim ent, aud their 
assistance is not needed by Ohio Democrats. 
who will give them all the satisfaction they 
w ant in defeating M cKinley w ithout any 
contribution of even one-hundredth part of 
the sum mentioned. 
"There is little or no dissatisfaction w ith 
Gov. Campbell in the Dem ocratic ranks 
proper, and his supporters among the Re­ 
publicans num ber way up into the thou­ 
sands. The H am ilton county Democrats on 
Tuesday nom inated tho strongest ticket pos­ 
sible. aud its election is predicted even by 
the Republicans.

Dr. Holmes has not been in more vigorous 
health and spirits for years than was the 
case today, and in consequence no one who 
called failed to see him and receive a cor­ 
dial welcome. 
The reception took place in his cosy 
library, all lorm ality being dispensed w ith. 
the friends as they called being ushered 
into the room* by a near relative and w el­ 
comed w ithout introduction by Dr. Holmes.

G unshot W o u n d in B reast R esults in 
Death of “ D olly” M itchell in London. 
N ew Y ork, Aug. 30.~Lenore M itchell 
died in London last week from a gunshot 
wound in the breast. It was known th at she 
was an Am erican, and th at was a ll.. She 
was found wounded in a railway carriageon 
the London Sc N orthw estern railway. 
Lenoro, or “Dolly” M itchell, as she Was 
better known, was born In C incinnati 26 
years ago. Hor parents, who are still living 
there, are well-to-do and gave her an excel­ 
lent education. W hen she was scarcely of 
age she was taken up by society, and lier 
career as a beautiful butterfly began. 
When she was 20 years old she ran away 
w ith a well-known young m an of Cincin­ 
nati, and was m arried. 
Their wedded life 
was brief. Ono of her adm irers was too 
irequent a visitor to the house to suit the 
young husband.

After a variegated life in the English m e­ 
tropolis she packed up her belongings and 
cam e to New York. 
As "Lady Portsm outh" she stopped at one 
of New York’s sw ellest hotels. lie r habits 
soon found her out. She was requested to 
leave. 
Here she m et Charles L, Lesher, tho son 
of Stephen R. Lesher of Lesher. W hitm an Sc 
Co. of this city. 
On May 16.1889, she w ent to the Jeffer­ 
son M arket Police Court and charged the 
young m an w ith having attem pted 
to 
poison her w ith digitalis in a glass of 
cham pagne. A lthough her m aid corrobo­ 
rated b er statem ent th:ie case was so palp­ 
ably one of blackm ail that, after an exam i­ 
nation lasting three days. Justice Duffy 
discharged Mr. Lesher. 
A fter aw hile she suddenly returned to 
London, where, until lately, she has been 
the companion of an English officer. Ho 
left her recently. This fact is supposed to 
have some bearing on the shooting.

Weathor Vagaries—1"Rain-Compelling" 
Thunder—Notes. 


W arm moist w eathor prevailed generally 
for all New E ngland during the past week. 
There was little sunshine, and copious rains 
fell in all parts. In some localities drought 
had been threatening and the soil was very 
dry, late orops wi re suffering, springs and 
stream s drying upend pasture grass getting 
yellow and unhealthy. To such the rains 
have been very beneficial. 
In other cases the conditions were already 
seasonable and the rains have caused an 
excess of w ater and some dam age is re­ 
ported. 
As a rule corn and grass are in th eir ele­ 
m ent, and m aking trem endous grow th. 
The form er has a rank growth of fodder, 
and the ears are setting well, and unless 
caught by early frosts will be an excellent 
crop. The latter will furnish fine grazing 
tor fall and early winter. 
Tile succession of days of overm oist at­ 
mosphere. however, has had an injurious 
offect on potatoes, sm all grain and in sec­ 
tions tobacco and beans. 
In southern parts the potato crop is prob­ 
ably too far advanced to suffer serious loss. 
but in others the rank tops are falling and 
rotting, aud m ay cause extensive daruage. 
Reports from Brattleboro, Vt., a week ago. 
showed one field in ten with rot, while late 
inform ation indicates nine in ton. 
At 
Marblehead, Mass., the rot Is dim inishing. 
In northern fields tho rust is injuring the 
beans, and continued dam p w eather will 
cut the crop short, besides rendering it 
liable to dam age from early frosts. 
In the case of grain tho dam age is proba­ 
bly greater to the straw than the grain. 
As yet tobacco has been but little injured, 
but the crop is just at the stage w here great 
dam age would result in curing and hand­ 
ling the w eed. 
Fruits continue abundant and excellent. 
Apples are falling badly and the w inter 
varieties will yield a light crop, probably 
not averaging m ore than 50 per cent. 
To round un one of the most prolific farm ­ 
ing seasons New England has had for years 
is now required warm, sunny w eather w ith 
little rain. 


K IL L IN G FR O ST S IN M A N ITO B A . 


H eavy D am age to W h eat C rops in the 
C anadian N orthw est. 
T oronto, Ont., Aug. 28.—Reports from 
the Dominion observatory here say there 
were killing frosts in northw estern Mani­ 
toba W ednesday night, and other reports re­ 
ceived show th a t m uch dam age was dona 
in the very choioe w heat growing regions of 
Manitoba. 
A week ago farm ers in tim Canadian 
Northwest were rejoicing over th e prospect 
of having 20,000,000 bushels of w heat for 
export this year 
Now they are in a very different fram e of 
m ind. 


C R O P R E PO R T S. 


W h a t la E xpected and W h at H ob S een 
G ath ered to D ate. 
Crop reports received at the general offices 
of the Chicago, M ilwaukee & St. Patll rail­ 
road say th at the harvest of all sm all grain 
is practically com pleted in northern Iowa, 
southern aud central Minnesota, tho Dako­ 
tas and along the line of the Fargo Southern 
from O rtonville to Fargo, N. D. W herever 
the yield has been subjected to the test of 
the threshers it Is exceeding all expecta­ 
tions in quantity and quality. 
Telegraphic advices received at St. Paul 
from points in northern Wisconsin, M inne­ 
sota and N orth D akota detail the dam age to 
crops by the frost Sunday night. The small 
grains are not dam aged to any great extent, 
m uch of the standing wheat being ripe, or 
beyond the period when frost would dam ­ 
age it. After the first scare is over it proba­ 
bly will bo found that the dam age is not 
great enough to seriously h u rt th e size or 
grade of the berry save in the fields that 
were backward. Corn and sm all crops have 
been dam aged seriously. 
The abundant harvests of the W est as­ 
tonish the world, but little is heard about 
the prolific fields of New E ngland. T hat 
they are productive there can be no m anner 
of doubt; indeed, the garden firms in the 
vicinity of Boston are overstocking the 
m arket, and the dealers are refusing to 
accept tho great bulk of vegetables and 
fruits that are being offered. In the m atter 
of vegetables th e trouble is not so m uch 
due to over-production as under-consum p­ 
tion. 
The first frost reports from W isconsin 
wore sent out before the full ex ten t of dam ­ 
age had been aacertaiiie d. 
T he crep of 
d 
cranberries w hich a careful estim ate placed 
at 7000 barrels will hardly reach 1000. 
The wind is still blowing from the same 
quarter, and another but * lighter frost is 
looked for. 
Corn and buckw heat in tile 
surrounding farm ing districts are also in­ 
jured badly. 
The Nova Scotian governm ent crop report 
says hay (the principal crop of the province) 
w ill be considerably under th e average. 
Tiio fruit yield, it is asserted, will not De 
large, but the quality superior. Potatoes, 
the report says, are an average crop, as also 
are cereals. 
T hree buyers on the St. 
John 
river 
shipped last w eek 40,000 pounds of rasp­ 
berries. The largest part of th e berries 
were picked and gathered on th e Maine 
side of the river. Tho entire crop, it is esti­ 
m ated. will be w orth about 840,000. 
The St. Paul elevator companies received 
no frost reports Monday, so they know 
everything w ent well Sunday night. As to 
the dam age by frost Saturday night, they 
regard reports as greatly exaggerated. Tel­ 
egraphic reports from M innesota and the 
Dakotas show th a t by the use of sm udge 
fires the dam age to w heat was greatly 
dim inished, and, in m any cases, wholly 
averted. 
All root crops in Verm ont are generally 
reported to be in excellent condition. The 
oat crop is now secured in tho valleys in ex­ 
cellent condition for threshing. There is 
promise for an unusually large yield of 
excellent quality rem arkably free from 
rust. Com is m aking a vigorous grow th, 
and on favorable soils is reaching an aver­ 
age m aturity for the season, excepting on 
tho eastern and central highlands. Even 
where retarded by the heavy rains of pre­ 
vious weeks, m any farm ers report the crop 
to he above tho average condition. 
The farm ers throughout eastern Connecti­ 
cut are becoming alarm ed over w hat they 
fear will greatly depreciate tho value of 
their crops, the potato rot. The acreage is 
the greatest ever tilled in the State, and the 
yield is alm ost wonderful, bringing the 
price of dom estic potatoes very low and 
stopping all im portation. But just as the 
farmers were chuckling over their fine pros­ 
pects the protracted spell of m oist w eather 
started the rot, which threatens to destroy 
the entire crop now in the ground. 


R IV E R R O SE T H IR T Y 
F E E T . 


Dam age in N ew Y ork State by th e F lood 
V ery G reat. 


T r o y , N. Y., Aug. 29.—Later and m ore de­ 
tailed reports of tho Hoods Thursday even­ 
ing in Rensselaer county by a cloud-burst 
show th at the dam age was fully as great, if 
not greater, than was estim ated yesterday. 
At Petersburg tho river rose from 20 to 30 
feet, and houses were flooded from their 
foundations in am ong the tree tops. Five 
feet of the rise was accom plished in IO 
m inutes. All the roads loading to th e vil­ 
lage are w ashed out in m any places. 
From Petersburg to Berlin the Lebanon 
Springs railroad is washed away, and it will 
be weeks before tho road can again be oper­ 
ated. In places tile rails are tw isted and 
distorted into alm ost every conceivable 
form. Fanners living between Petersburg 
and Berlin had th e most difficulty ih saving 
their stock grazing in the meadows. 
At Berlin, w hile two lives were lost, the 
dam age to property will not exceed $20,000. 


D oleful Views of E nglish H a rv e st 
London, Aug. 29.—The cry throughout 
the week has been monotonous and dolor­ 
ous. Everyw here it is the sam e reference 
to the trem endous dam age done to the 
crops of the whole United K ingdom by the 
heavy and continuous rains. Com ing on 
top of the fact th a t the crops would all be 
short, the depressing effect of the w eather 
has added not a little to the prevailing 
gloom. The counties of Cheshire, Lari, 
cashire and W estm oreland have been the 
chief sufferers, and m any of the rivers 
I which flow through them have overflowed 


their banks, w ith the result of widespread 
dam age in the valleys. 
From a large portion of Ireland, too, come 
reports of overflowed rivers, w ith tho w ash­ 
ing away of the bridges whioh span them. 
In a w’ord, many harvests have been ruined, 
erccpt those on the uplands, while the 
potato, wheat and oat crops will all bo seri­ 
ously affected. 


Loss of L ife on C attle Ships. 
The British agricultural departm ent has 
been engaged in conducting a series of in­ 
quiries into the extrardinory loss of life 
among the anim als whicli are carried across 
the Atlantic. It has corno out in tile course 
of these inquiries th at a vessel which left 
Montreal with 621 head of cattle arrived at 
Dundee, and reported that of these no fewer 
than 120, or nearly 25 per cent., had been 
killed during the voyage. It should be 
added that the vessel had never been in­ 
tended tor tho cattle trade, and was quite 
unfit to transport such a num ber. 


Rain P roducers a Success. 
Gen. R. S. D yrenforth, in charge of recent 
governm ent rain experim ents at Midland. 
Tex., passed through Fort, W orth on his way 
to W ashington. He is jubilant over his suc­ 
cessful experim ent. He says Iii three weeks, 
under great disadvantages, six rains were 
produced, three of which wore downpours, 
and tin* last one was tho heaviest rain in 
three years. Gen. Dyrenforth says the prin­ 
ciple is correct beyond question. 
Large 
quantities cl dynam ite have been exploded 
from the highest peak of the Socorro moun­ 
tains in Now Mexico. Thursday, as a result. 
the heaviest rain of tho year fell, breaking 
the drought. 


M assachusetts R eports. 


S p r in g f ie l d , Aug. 28.—Reports from all 
hop-growing regions in the U nited States 
w arrant tho Hom estead in concluding that 
the crop, although larger than last year, 
will not be a full ono. 
New E ngland’s production is very lim ited, 
tim cron having gone West. and the great 
hop belt of New York .State baa 20 per cent. 
less than a full yield. 
The Wisconsin crop, usually quito a factor 
in determ ining results, 
is practically a 
failure. 
There is a heavy increase in hop culture 
on the Pacific coast, over 1200 acres of new 
yards being set this year. California now 
has 4750 acres, Oregon. 2760: W ashington, 
4530, and British Columbia, 160. 
The estim ated yields of these Statos are 
respectively 60,000. 26,000. 40,000 
and 
1000 bales, a total of 116,000 bales, against 
100,000 bales last year. 
Lice have done much dam age during this 
DQ 
aud last week, especially in Washington, 
and tho crop may he much curtailed. 
Sales of the 1891 crop are reported in 
central New York at from 15 to 26 cents 
per pound. 
Growers are reluctant to contract for less 
than 20 cents, and in some sections as high 
as 30 or 36 cents is expected for the hest 
marks. 
The cranberry crop will probably be about 
650,000 bushels this year in the com m er­ 
cial cranberry bogs of Now England. New 
Jersey and YI isoonsin, com pared w ith 785,- 
OOO bushels last year. 
Blight has struck the potato crop over a 
large area of the New E ngland and central 
States, and rot has become more prevalent. 
The Homestead reduces its estim ate of tile 
1891 crop for the whole country from 204,- 
000,000 bushels to 190,000,000, w ith a pos­ 
sibility of still further reduction if muggy 
weather continues to favor rot. Growers 
are contracting the now crop at 40 to 60 
cents per bushel. 


F rost H u rt D akota’s W h eat Crop. 
S t. P a u l , Minn., Aug. 28. -O liver Dal- 
rymnle, 
North 
D akota’s 
great 
wheat 
grower, said last night on the condition of 
the orops that he estim ated up to yesterday 
th at the frost had destroyed about ono- 
seventh of the entire w heat and oat crop 
in the Red River valley from Fargo to the 
British possession!. 
W e .......................... 
wednesday night's freeze would of course 
reduce tho figures, and he feared th at ono- 
sixth of the crop would lie destroyed. 
On tho night of til© first frost one-half of 
the wheat acreage had been untouched by 
the harvester. 
He says th at all the w heat uncut at that 
tim e has had w hat is called a "brand” 
frost. 
This w heat will be equally as good for 
m iliirg purposes as No. I tiard, but the 
farmers will receive a grade lower. 
The frost of Thursday was severely felt in 
nearly all parts of North Dakota, and the 
present outlook is very gloomy. At Coop­ 
erstown. Ramsey county, there was a heavy 
frost, form ing ice a quarter of an inch 
thick. 
The grain in shocks iii process of 
cutting is damaged. 


N ew Y ork State W otted Down. 
A cloud burst over the town of Berlin, N. 
Y., and the town of Petersburg, adjoining, 
Thursday night, and was tollowed by a Hood 
that did dam ago nnparalleld in th at vicinity. 
The Lebanon Springs railroad, between 
Berlin and Petersburg, a distance of about 
five m iles, is washed away into the meadows 
for m any rods iii half a dozen places. A 
large railroad bridge is also gone, besides a 
Score or m ore of highway bridges, The 
m ountain 
stream 
running 
into 
Little 
Hoosick 
river became a cataract, and, 
changing 
its 
course, 
ploughed 
deep 
gorges on both sides of the buildings. 
Tile residence of Charles Parks was turned 
upside down while the entire fam ily was 
absent 
at

eampmeeting. 
All 
the 
m ountain 
stream s 
were 
so 
much 
swollen th a t seem ingly irreparable damage 
has been done. Meadows are ruined, and 
crops in th e line of the flood are destroyed. 
There were two disastrous washouts on 
the C entral 
Hudson railroad Thursday 
night, one at Castleton, eight m iles below 
Albany: the other, 12 miles below at Sclav 
dack, resulted in a suspension of traffic on 
the C entral road, between Hudson and 
Albany. 
A despatch from Poestenkill says the 
storm of T hursday was terribly destructive. 
The Poestenkill rose suddenly and swept 
everything before it between E ast and West 
Sand lako. A bridge on which were Mrs. 
Alii© Ives, Mrs. R. Morrison, W illiam Castle 
and W illie MrChesney was suddenly swept 
down the stream 
The first three readied 
the shore safely, but young McChesney, 
aged 19, was drowned. The loss in bridges, 
roads and buildings throughout that neigh­ 
borhood w ill he about $10,000. There has 
been considerable loss also to crops, but 
the grain and hay was pretty m uch har­ 
vested. 


F oreign Reports. 
Tho recent Russian imperial ukase prohib­ 
iting th e exportation of rye does not refer 
to the ports of the W hite sea; therefore 
large exports of that cereal are expected 
from th a t quarter, and particularly Arch­ 
angel. 
Cold and storm y w eather prevailed last 
week throughout almost the whole of Eng­ 
land. 
In m any places the crops in the 
fields w ere under w ater or beaten down by 
the wind and irreparably ruined. Farm ers 
are in despair. 
A clergym an residing at present in the 
province of Kazan, Russia, has w ritten a 
letter to the Pall Mall Gazette in which he 
gives a harrow ing description of the suffer­ 
ings of tile unfortunate peasants of that 
province, brought on by the failure of their 
crops. Large num bers of them , lie says, are 
in au absolute state of starvation. Many of 
them have been unable to obtain bread for 
weeks, and 
in 
their efforts to sustain 
life they h a re been compelled to eat grass 
and leaves. 
Telegram s from all parts of England con­ 
tain the sam e tale of damaged crops. The 
havoc on fruit plantations is dreadful, tho 
trees being stripped of both fruit and 
foliage. 
Rain continued last week in the m idland 
and southern counties of Ireland. Farm ers 
have now lost all hopes of a harvest.

DECIDED AT LAST. 


Chilian Revolutionists Win 
a Decisive Battle. 


Valparaiso Surrenders and B&lmaeeda 


Flies from the Country. 


Dotails 
of 
the 
Stubbornly-Fought 


Battle Vina-del-Mar. 


V a l p a r a i s o , Aug. 28.—The insurgents 
have taken Valparaiso. 
The three days' lighting at the hills be­ 
tw een Vina del Mar and Valparaiso culm i­ 
nated this evening in a fierce battle on the 
outskirts of the city. 
The governm ent troops were completely 
routed, Valparaiso surrendered to the vic­ 
tors, aud the rem nants of 
Balm aceda's 
arm y are fleeing towards Santiago. 
A division of the insurgents 1s in hot pur­ 
suit, harassing tho retreat. 
Tho 
American. English. Germ an 
and 
French fleets will preserve order. 
The governm ent forces at first far out­ 
num bered the insurgents. Gen. Canto, the 
congressional com m ander, had 8000 men. 
Ho was deficient In cavalry, but m any of 
his infantry were arm ed w ith the deadly 
sm all-bore Man Usher rifle, and lie was 
strong in artillery. 
The Balm acedan general had 20,000 mon. 
The governm ent had extended a splendid 
line of defence between Vina del Mar and 
Placilla. The insurgents took up a strong 
position on the hills by th e race track. 
Gen. Canto hurled ids forces on tho for­ 
m idable governm ent lines. 
Balm aceda’s heavy batteries played havoc 
w ith tho attackers. 
The Issue was long uncertain. Balm aceda 
was so sure of success th at lie kept tile 
cables, of which he had control, hot w ith 
messages of tho defeat of th e insurgents. 
Tills m orning the tide of battle had rolled 
along tim hills and reached the outskirts of 
the city. 
The insurgents fought like demons. 
W hatever they gainod thoy kept. Tho 
governm ent troops were forced back. 
They weakened. 
The insurgents broko through the lines 
and gained a position in the roar. 
G reat masses of the governm ent troops 
deserted aud turned their tire on their late 
comrades. 
T ins com pleted tho 
dem oralization of 
Balm aceda’s army, and culm inated in the 
trium ph of (he insurgents. 
Tho 
governm ent 
ranks, 
thinned 
bv 
slaughter and weakened and throw n into 
contusion by desertion, turned from a well- 
disciplined host into a living rabble. 
There was no rally. 
The three forts outside the city are stiff 
In possossion of the governm ent, 
"On to Santiago, is now tho cry w ith the 
insurgents. 
Six thousand men are on tho m arch from 
Iquique to reinforce them , and w ith addod 
strength they will bo able to send such a 
force against Santiago th a t the wreck of 
the governm ent army concentrated there 
under Balm aceda m ay not even attem pt a 
defence. 
Tile forts hold the key to tho harbor of 
Valparaiso. 
Los Andes, the most heavily arm ed of the 
three, com m ands tho entrance to til© bay. 
The governm ent torpedo boats, Oondell and 
I.ynch, are hovering outside. The insurgent 
cruisers, Esm eralda and O'Higgins, have 
not yet ventured to encounter the fire from 
the forts. 
Tho prisoners th at Balm aceda had penned 
in the war-house, have rejoined tho arm y 
of the insurgents. 


D E T A IL S P F T H E F IG H T . 


W h at M ay be C onsidered th e Decisive 
B attle In Chili. 


N r w Y o r k , Aug. 26.—T he H erald’s V al­ 
paraiso, Chili, despatch, dated yesterday, 
has the following: 
Balm aceda's lino of defence yesterday 
was strongly fortified, and was under the 
range of tho guns from F ort Callao. 
W hile m any of his troops were raw re­ 
cruits, thoro was a good leaven of veterans 
am ong them . 
Tune after tim e tho rebels dashed against 
tile lines of the governm ent troops, only to 
be repulsed with great bloodshed. 
Tile most desperate valor was displayed 
by veteran ann recruit. Bal monodist and 
revolutionist. 
W hen m orning broke it was expected tho 
fight would be resumed. 
Both arm ies had suffered severely, how­ 
ever, and neither appeared to be in a posi­ 
tion to assume tile offensive, and a practical 
truce today, w ith no fighting, has been the 
result. 
Scouting parties from the insurgent ar­ 
mies have been scouring the country for 
supplies, and one of them cut tho railroad 
to Santiago at Salto. 
Tile 
governm ent 
forces 
have 
been 
strengthening their lines and manoeuvring 
to get into a position whioh will preclude 
any successful attem pt on tho part of the 
enem y to got iuto tho rear of the city of Val­ 
paraiso, 
It is generally believed th at Gen. Canto, 
the general com m anding the rebels, will 
attem pt a flank m ovem ent when ho re­ 
sum es operations, arid this the Balmace- 
dists are doing everything In their power 
to frustrate. 
Insurgent Gen. Canto is a veteran of the 
Peruvian war, whero he did gallant and 
effective service. 
He knows the country, and realizes that 
if he can get Ins heavy guns on tho hills 
back of the city he will not only havo a 
position which is practically im pregnable 
from the attacks of any force which can bo 
brought against him. but enable him to 
batler down the city at his will. 
W hile the governm ent torpedo cruiser 
A lm irante Lynch was assisting the artillery 
m en in tho forts iii 
keeping the rebel 
cruisers at long range, an(\ thus preventing 
them from giving effective aid to the land 
forces, the breech plug of one of her 14- 
poundor Hotchkiss gups blew out, instantly 
killing the lieutenant in charge. 


C O M PLIC A T IO N S M A Y E N SU E, 


M inister E gan Likely to be G iven H is 
Passports by Insurgents. 


W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 28.—Tile news from 
Chili received here this evening, announc­ 
ing the defeat of Balm aceda by the con­ 
gressional party, has attracted tho utm ost 
interest among m em bers of the diplom atic 
corps, and tne officials of the Stato Depart­ 
m ent, and it is of particular interest to the 
latter, owing to the com plications which 
are now likely to arise between this coun­ 
try and the new governm ent of Chili. 
As soon as the w ar is over, and, judging 
from tim despatches received, there is little 
doubt but w hat Balm aceda has sustained 
such a crushing defeat th a t he will not be 
able to continue the struggle, the new gov­ 
ernm ent will at once furnish U nited States 
M inister Egan with bis passports. 
The congressional party is intensely in ­ 
censed at Mr. Egan. 
T heir agents in this country have all 
along claim ed that he has been but little 
better than a conspirator, and th a t he has 
exceeded his diplom atic functions to help 
along the cause of Balmacoda. 
They claim he has,in more ways than one, 
gone out of his way to help the cause of 
"the dictator,” and th a t he has been in­ 
tensely partisan. 
W hen Mr Egan is furnished his passports 
by the new governm ent there will bo no 
alternative for him except to leave tho 
country as soon as lie can pack up his be­ 
longings, It will then be for the President 
to determ ine w hether the Chilian govern­ 
m ent is justified in dem anding his removal. 
If the President believes th at his conduct 
has been censurable, the m atter will be 
speedily settled by the appointm ent of a 
new m inister, but if th e President declines 
to take this view of tile case no successor 
will be appointed, and our diplom atic rela­ 
tions w ith Chili will be evi 
_ _ even more strained 
than they are w ith Italy at the present 
tim e. 
Acting-Secretary of Stato W harton de­ 
clines to discuss this phase of the case, but 
Mr. Foster, tile agent of the congressional 
party in tills city, in unofficially talking 
apout the despatches which he received to­ 
night, ami the success of his party, made 
no concealm ent of the fact th at the days of 
Mr. Egan as United States m inister to Chili 
were num bered, and th a t as soon as order is 
restored his passports will be handed to 
him. 
As to w hether this governm ent will sus­ 


tain the action of Mr. Egan he does not, of 
course, know, but he is very snre that his 
governm ent WMH not tolerate the presence 
of Mr. Egan in Chili now th at Balmaceda 
has been defeated and his power destroyed. 
It is the general opinion here th at the 
news received tonight is authentic and th at 
the war is now over.

Mr. W harton said tonight th at Santiago 
had been cut off from to I. graphic conim a 
ideation wMlh the outside world, the wires 
probably being in tho hands of tit© insur­ 
gents. or Minister Egan would have com­ 
m unicated w ith tho departm ent, giving 
more of the particulars of tho situation. 
Vs Valparaiso is only 30 miles from San­ 
tiago, it is expected that the consul will 
soon ii© able to com m unicate w ith M inister 
Egan. 
Mr. W harton declined to say w hat action 
would l>o taken by the governm ent, or 
what instructions would be sent to Minister 
Egan, but ho said th at nothing would bo 
done until farth er newts had been received 
bv tho departm ent.

The trium ph of the Congressional party 
is complete. 
Peace and quiet m ay now be looked for in 
Chili before m any days have passed. 
Balm aeoda’s forces m et crushing defeat 
at the hands of the insurgent forces Friday. 
The capture of Santiago then became only 
a question of hours. 
Indeed, th© insurgent leaders Intended to 
to m ake it a question of only a very short 
time, for active preparations were being 
m ade to send a force of men sufficient to 
overcome all possible opposition at Santiago 
us soon as tile railroad could be repaired 
and arrangem ents made for the transporta­ 
tion of the troops. 
But this was to be unnecessary. 
Early yesterday m orning word was re­ 
ceived from representatives of •Balmaceda 
at the capital asking for a conference, w ith 
a view to surrender. 
Til© request was readily granted, and Gen. 
Baqtiedano, who was formerly com m ander- 
in-chief of the Chilian arm y. was designated 
to act for tim congressionalist# 
A m eeting w as held and tile term s of tho 
surrender was arranged. To all intents tho 
calli tai is now in possession of the Junta. 
and w ithin a few hours it will bo actually 
in charge "f their officers. 
A few days more and Mio Ju n ta will form 
a provisional governm ent, which they insist 
must, be recognized as the only legitim ate 
governm ent of Chill, and the work of reor­ 
ganizing and reliabllitatingtho country can 
proceed. 
Yesterday m orning the insurgent fleet 
came into the bay and anchored. 
Tho 
sailors were greeted alm ost as enthusiasti­ 
cally as were the soldiers w hen they en­ 
tered the city the day before. 


BA LM A C ED A IN D IC T E D . 


Points on W hioh th e C onstitutionalists 
Base T h eir Action. 
Tho newspapers havo contained abundant 
evidence of Balm aceda’s merciless disposi­ 
tion and his purpose to m ake his irrespon­ 
sible will the law in Chili. But probably 
only few persons have any definite idea of 
how this terrible strife began and tho ex ­ 
act nature of Balm aceda’s crim es against 
til© organic law of the country and its in ­ 
stitutions. 
These arc recapitulated in a 
pam phlet published by Pedro Moutt. "con­ 
fidential agent of the constitutional govern­ 
m ent.” iii this exposition a long ami fear­ 
ful indictm ent is brought against Ba I m a­ 
ced a as follows: 
In order to m an ito u his usurpation he has 
trodden under fo<n tile constitution and 
laws of ids country, aud lias declared flint 
he will tuio th e nation w ithout regard to 
til© constitution or the laws. 
Ile has w ithout the authority of law 
caused Hie emission of governm ent paper 
money to the am ount of $12,OOO,OOO, 
Ho has, contrary to law, Issued an inferior 
m elanic coinage. 
He has filled th e country with spies. 
He has violated tile sacred rights of dom i­ 
cile. 
He has violated the sacredness of private 
correspondence, guaranteed by the constitu­ 
tion. 
He has refused to obey the decrees of the 
high tribunal of justice, the Supremo Court. 
He has imprisoned many judges. 
Ho has im peded by brute force the courts 
of justice, and forbidden them to exercise 
their high functions. 
He has silenced all the public journals 
th at opposed or criticised his acts, some­ 
tim es confiscating or ordering th e destruc­ 
tion of all thoir printing m aterial. 
He has throw n Into prison hundreds of 
law-abiding citizens, and kept them con­ 
founded with crim inals. 
Ho has im prisoned m any of the m embers 
of Congress, whoso persons under the con­ 
stitution are inviolable. 
He lias dissolved Congress. 
Ile has ordered tho election of now sena­ 
tors and representatives, although the term s 
of more than two-thirds of tho senators of 
tile constitutional Congress had throe years 
to run. 
He has altered and modified the election 
laws by his own arbitrary will. 
Ho has revoked, in tho same arbitrary 
m anner, the law which forbids the public 
employes to be senators or representatives, 
the m ajority of the new m em bers being 
salaried employes. 
He lias em bargoed the property of m any 
of his opponents. 
He has taken horses, cattle and other 
property of his adversaries. 
Ile iias m ade use of the publio funds ac­ 
cording to his absolute will, and in palpable 
violation of the laws. 
He has increased more than three tim es 
the pay of tile officers and soldiers of his 
arm y. 
Ho has enrolled by force an im m ense 
num ber of citizens against their will and 
against the Jaws. 
He has cruelly inartyrized.by flogging and 
other ignominious tortures, hundreds of re­ 
spectable citizens, rich and poor, w ithout 
respect to age or condition. 
He has caused to be shot to death m any 
citizens w ithout a legal trial or sentence, in 
some instances sending his orders for their 
execution by telegram . 
Bv a mere telegraphic order lie caused the 
execution, in cold blood, of 80 in the prov­ 
ince of Antofagasta,M arch 9, for refusing to 
serve in his arm y against the constitutional 
governm ent. 
In a word, Mr. Balm aceda uses his power 
as an odious and cruel tyrant, and no one is 
safe, in person or property. 
To parallel the situation in Chili at this 
m om ent by an exam ple from American 
political history, let us suppose th at the

Senate of the U nited States, in 1808, had 
found President Andrew Johnson guilty of 
high crimes and misdemeanors, and re­ 
moved him from office; and suppose that, 
instead of obeying its m andate, he had dis­ 
solved tho Congress at the point of the 
bayonet, and declared th at he would collect 
the taxes, disburse the publio revenue, m ain­ 
tain the arm y and navy w ithout any ap­ 
propriation iiaving been m ade for th at ob­

Preparing to Make a Fierce Attack on 


the Established Church. 


London, Aug. 8,—A stite bells in th e C ota 
mons tower struck 5. anil the afternoon sun 
threw a broad shadow from the P arliam ent 
building down on the besom of the running 
Tham es, a stately old gentlem an dressed in 
black came riding a .splendid horse out of 
W estm inster palace yard. 
Black cloth leggings reached down to M i 
stirrups, tho collar of his coat stood up aftei 
tile clerical fashion, and two cords ran from 
the wide curling brim to the sides of bis 
large-crowned, shining silk hat. His hail 
was silvered and his shaven face wore a dig/ 
nilled repose. At his side rode a groom. 
Easily tlioy cantered out of the yard, and 
turning to tile right passed over W estm in­ 
ster bridge to the Surrey side of the Tham es. 
Vehicles stopped or turned aside to let them 
pass, and eyes followed till they rode int< 
tho first street on their right, around till 
tine group of hospital buildings. 
On tlie oilier side of til© street, and on 
their left hand, ran a high brick wall, and 
over ins top one saw green foliage, a slender 
spire and euibrazured turrets. At a turn in 
the wall was the entrance- an archw ay 
shut in by two great gates and guarded by 
two massive towers. 
At the sound of hoofs the gates sw in g 
open. revealing green lawns and gravelled 
paths, hedges, trees and ancient buildings 
of carved stone, with groined and trellised 
windows. Iii rode the horsem en, aud the 
gates closed behind them w ith a loud clang. 
The venerable rider was the m ost rev­ 
erend Father in (.od, Edward, lord arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury and P rim ate of All 
England, and witiitn the (jatos lay I,am beth 
Palace, his official m etropolitan residence 
and the residence of his predecessors for six 
and a half centuries. 
. 
The high priest of a church by civil law 
established, w ith the princely 
n o ta r y o f *>7 5 , 0 0 0 a Y e a r , 
lie is at the sam e tim e the headpiece of 
w hat is a great political m achine, th a t 
more than alm ost anything else has l>een 
the instrum ent of conserving some of tho 
worst political and social abuses th at have 
from tim e to tim e flourished in England, 
and against which tilt' dem ocratic forces 
which are so fast gathering will soon hurl 
them selves. 
To get a d e a r illustration of the power of 
the church, aside from its spiritual influence, 
ono m ust go to tho rural districts, 
['here 
tile parson is. in m any instances, more 
potent than tho huge land-owning squire. 
His title of "parson” m eaning person, de­ 
notes his ancient im portance, and th at im ­ 
portance has not lessened w ith tim e; in 
many respects it has increased. 
Moreover, he Is an ©x-officio chairm an oi 
the parish vestry, tile local governing body, 
and no mooting can be called unless oy Ins 
consent. He is trustee and distributor of the 
parish charities, and has a seat in the board 
of guardians. 
Indeed, be Is a recognized authority in all 
parish affairs, and in respect to all the peo­ 
ple of the parish, whether they are Estab­ 
lished church m em bers or dissenters. 
In this wuy he wields a powder th a t has 
givon rise to the title of "village king.’ 
and it is steadily exerted to conserve his au ­ 
thority and to secure the landed interests to 
which ilia authority is linked. 
No grinding lias been tho rule of the rural 
parson, aud s o reluctantly does he relin­ 
quish his power even in 
these days of 
aw akening dem ocracy, th at he has aroused 
a deep and Im placable hatred am ong tho 
masses of til© agricultural laborers. 
In london Hie bishops have been sitting 
in P arliam ent and alm ost invariably voting 
iwainst the popular side, steadily throw ing 
them selves against tile rights aud w ants of 
the people. 
They urged on tho w ar w ith th e Ameri­ 
can coloniesr they helped plunge the nation 
into 
T w e n ty Year* o f C nrnnge 
w ith F ran ce: they opposed the abolition of 
capital punishm ent for the crim e of “steal­ 
ing privately to the am ount of five shillings 
iii a shop;” they were in favor, as th e Lon­ 
don Tim es once said, "of hanging for alm ost 
any offence a m an is now fined for at the 
assiz.es;” they were in favor of the slave 
trade and afterw ards of shivery; they were 
against Catholic em ancipation; they were 
against repeal of the corn laws and naviga­ 
tion laws. 
“In all these cases.” said the Times, "it 
was a worldly, clerical oligarchy, com bined 
for m utual advancem ent, and w orking for 
high preferm ent, th at took th e nam e of the 
church, and lent tho nam e of the C hurch of 
England to the leaders of party.” 
In short, to apply words used by Macau­ 
lay in describing tho church during the 
S tuart period, "th e poople were eaten as 
though they were bread.” 
This state of things is largely to be ac­ 
counted for by the fact th a t established 
clergy are independent of tho people. They 
are not elected by the people, but owe their 
positions to appointm ent by officials of the 
civil governm ent, or by large landed pro­ 
prietors, or to purchase. 
Of som ething more than 13.000 benefices 
em braced in th e church of E ngland, more 
than 7000 are in til© possession of "private 
patrons.” aud a groat num ber of them m ay 
be “ bought and sold like a doctor’s prac­ 
tice. ” 
The Duke of Beaufort has In his grift 24 
"livings.” as these benefices are called; tho 
D uke of Bedford, 25; th e D uke of Devon­ 
shire, 38; the Duke of R utland, 25. Some­ 
thing over 200 peers have m ore th an 1300 
livings at their disposal. 
Among the noble arm y of patrons is the 
M arquis of Ailcsbury, who was recently 
“w arned off the tu rf” on the 
Charge of Swindling, 
who has l l livings; and the E arl of Lons 
dale, who throe years ago figured In the law 
courts in the Violet Cameron scandal, has 
43 livings. 
T his right of "presentation to livings” on 
the part of laym en originated in various 
ways, b u t alw ays by virtue of th e land own­ 
ing power. It is estim ated th a t th e capital­ 
ized value of th e rights of presentation 
whicli are capable of sale is £17,000,000 
sterling, i. e., nearly $85,000,000. 
As bas been brought out in testim ony 
before Parliam entary com m ittees and royal 
commissions, laym en and clergym en, sup­ 
posed to be perfectly moral, break th e law 
by purchasing positions -and then take an 
oath th a t they have not broken the law. 
Thus, as the Bishop of Petorsboro has said, 
"an in fan t in his cradle m ay be nom inated 
to th e largest and most populous parish in 
England, or a scoundrel may get him self 
instituted in a living. 
Thoee incum bents who have purchased 
their livings m ust see to it th a t they get 
their money back. They m ust exact their 
tith e ren t even by th e pressure of police 
and soldiery, and they m ust carefully pre­ 
serve th eir channels for fees and perqui­ 
sites, and, for th at m atter, guard jealously 
every privilege. 
It Is estim ated th a t tho annual revenue of 
th e church is about £10,000,000 sterling. 
T his would be m aterially reduced by the 
loss of fees and perquisites now springing 
out of civil privileges, and would be cut 
dow n at least one-half by the taking away 
of th e tith e rents. It is the prospect o f this 
loss th a t m ost frightens the supporters of 
the establishm ent, and it explains th e rea­ 
son why thev fight so savagely proposals to 
correct even th e m ost open and apparent 
iniquities of th e land system, keeuiy alive 
to th e fact th at, a beginning once m ade, 
their own turn m ust follow. 
O ut of this 
E c c le s ia s tic a l Q u e s tio n , 
then, is seen to oorxie another phase of th at 
great land question, which everyw here in 
British politics is forcing itself to th e front. 
Five m illion pounds sterling ($25,000,000) 
in yearly rents is, indeed, w orth fighting 
for, and it seems likely th a t m any of the 
su p p o rte r.^ the establishm ent will struggle 
to the bitte^en d to keep th eir hold of it. 
Mr. Gladstone will lead into th e soon- 
coming general election the great mass of 
his party toward disestablishm ent, and the 
Conservative party will, as it alw ays has, 
stand m defence. Many d isestablishes pro­ 
pose to com pensate those who have "vested 
rights”—the owners of "livings,” for in ­ 
stance. 
As com pensation has alm ost alw ays of 
late been the price of stam ping out evil! 
with theE nglish -slavery in the W est Indies, 
purchase in the army, disestablishm ent 
in Ireland—it seems quite likely th a t it may 
be done npthia instance also; but the grow­ 
ing feeling among the agricultural laborer! 
and th e mass o f city w orkm en is against 
compensation for w hat they say bas no 
foundation in justice, and especially since 
it is known th at hundreds of ‘‘livings” 
were created just before the Irish disestab­ 
lish 3 ent act went into effect, w ith the ex­ 
press purpose of defraudinc th e govern­ 
ment. 
T his feeling is growing, and the longer 
disestablishm ent in E ngland is postponed 
the stronger and wider it m ast become.

How a N ew M exico Fam ily W as Saved 
From the Apaches.

BON th e P lum ita val­ 
ley, in th e N ew M ex­ 
ico Black range, the 
July sun is shinin g 
hot at noonday. 
On 
every side are frow n­ 
ing m ountains, their 
faces m arked 
w ith 
b la c k , wooded 
ra­ 
vines, f o r b i d d i n g 
cliffs, and slones daik- 
ened w ith pine for­ 
ests. 
Down th e m ountain 
side w est of th e val­ 
ley com es "A be” n o d ­ 
dle, th e son of th e owner of th e P lum ita 
ranch, w ith rifle on shoulder, returning 
from a hunting trip w hich he had begun at 
daylight. 
It is a pleasant pastoral scene below him . 
T he sm all house and corrals by th e rivulet; 
a few cattle grazing along tho grassy slopes; 
and, partly hidden Dy tho crow n of a ver­ 
dant foothill, pasture the flock of sheep 
and goats tended by M anuel, th e M exican 
shepherd. 
Today no sm oke curls 
from tho house 
chim ney, nor does th e buckboard stand in 
its usual place before th e door. 
Mr. Had­ 
die and Mrs. H eddle and their little daugh­ 
ter E lsie w ent to D em ing tw o days before, 
and Ri e expected to return late th is after­ 
noon. 
H is w inding w ay down th e m ountain took 
him behind a ledge and bushes w hich shut 
off th e prospect below.

SH IPS AS BU R IA L PLACES. 


A Scandinavian Disposition of the Dead 
That is Curious. 
[Edinburgh Iterisw .] 
Burial ships h ave so far been discovered 
to th e num ber of about a dozen in Sw eden 
and Norway. 
T he bodies laid in them , 
burned or unburned, w ere equipped w itli 
pathetic care. 
B esides being elaborately 
arm ed and adorned, they had placed at 
their disposal m eans of em ploym ent and 
diversion, such as w riting tablets, forging 
tools, w h ettin g stones, 
scissors, cooking 
utensils, chessm en, draughtsm en and dice. 
In one of nin e boats, contain ing as m any 
bodies, disinterred in the church yard of 
V endell in U ppland, w eapons and im p le­ 
m ents w ere associated w ith the rem ains of 
three horses, three dogs, a cow . a pig. ram, 
ew e and goose. 
A nother sheltered th e 
bones of a goose, a duck, a falcon, rock ow l 
and crane. * 
Tho inference seem s justified that all 
these birds w ere dom esticated. Inside th e 
ribs of tin- celebrated G okstadt ship som e 
peacocks’ feathers lay scattered w ith frag­ 
m ents of gold em broidered silken stuff; 
and th e tu m ulu s near Sandefiord, from 
w hich it w as unearthed in 1880, contained 
the skeletons of at least 12 horses and six 
dogs. 
But th e treasures of the sepulchral ch a m ­ 
ber am idship had long ago fallen a prey to 
som e of th e num erous and nam eless th ieves 
w ho 
Ransacked the grave* of warrior* old, 
Their falchion* wrenched from corpse*’ hold. 
T he vessel itself, w hich is of oak. clinker- 
bu ilt and 75 feet long, is preserved in th e 
Archaeological M useum at C hristiania. 
Life in th e North, how ever fu ndam entally 
hom ely, Avas attended in those days by ac­ 
cessories of considerable splendor. Gastro­ 
nom ic refinem ents w ere indeed unknow n. 
B oiled veal counted as the "best of d ain ­ 
tie s;” roast pork w ith w heaten bread m igh t 
also he provided for favored guests, in de­ 
fau lt of w hich delicacies curds and butter­ 
m ilk were w elcom e; and th e bill of faro 
during a royal visit com prised, on alternate 
days, fish and m ilk, m eat and ale. 
Y et th e tables spread w ith such sim ple 
repasts w ere often gay w ith em broidered 
cloths and radiant w ith 
gild ed vessels, 
dainty 
g la ss 
beakers 
and 
repousse 
■ i i 
_ _ _____ 
__________ 
fur and 
secured w ith m agnificent fibulae of bronze 
inlaid w ith silver, or of silver g ilt diversified 
w ith filigree work, garnets or w alrus ivory, 
w ere flung over silk en tunics, or kirtles 
m ade of a kind of v elv et called "bell.” 
T hese w ere belted in w ith girdles finely 
w rought of precious m e ta ls; gold rings en­ 
circled legs, arm s and fingers; silk caps, 
adorned w ith lace, covered tile h ead ; shoes 
Arere of leather covered w ith beaten gold 
and stitched w ith silk ; a gold band lik e a 
diadem confined taw ny and profuse locks 
flow ing dow n to th e shoulders. 
W e hear, beside, of gloves m ade soft w ith 
dow n, of suits of "m any-colored E nglish 
cloth ,” rain-and-dust cloaks and of tur-llned 
m an tles w ith golden neck straps. 
Sigurd 
th e Jarl figures in St. O laf’s Saga as clad in 
"a blue k irtle and blue hose, high shoes 
laced around h is legs. a gray cloak and a 
gray broad-brim m ed hat and a hood over 
his face, a staff in his hand w ith a g ilt silver 
m ounting at th e upper end, from w h ich a 
silver ring h u n g.”

Sir W illiam Turner, the present em in en t 
professor of anatom y iii th e U niversity of 
Edinburgh, Scotland, has sriven m uch at­ 
tention to tho study of w hales, their struct- 
ture, habits, etc. 
H e estim ates th at the 
great ’G reenland w hale (average length 50 
feet) attains a m axim um SDeed w h ile sw im ­ 
m in g of IO m iles an hour, th e Finner w hale 
(m axim um len gth 85 feet) often m ak ing 12 
to 14 m iles an hour. 
Mr. T urner in one of his lectures said th at 
he and John H enderson of G lasgow , th e 
w ell-know n builder of 
tile A nchor lin e 
steam ships, had spent m uch tim e in trying 
to arrive at a satisfactory conclusion as to 
th e horse power exerted by larere species of 
th e w hale in m aking a speed of 12 m iles 
per hour. 
As a base for their conclusions th ey took 
th e size and 
dim ensions of 
th e 
great 
"F inner,” w hich w as stranded on th e shore 
at Longuiddry som e years ago. It was 80 
feet long, w eighed 74 tons and had a tail 
w hich was 20 feet across at the extrem e end 
of its flanges. 
W ith these data Messrs. Turner and H en. 
derson calculated that a w hale of th e dim en­ 
sions m entioned, in order to attain a speed 
of 12 m iles an hour, m ust exercise a pro­ 
pellin g force of 145 horse power.

M A N Y P A S S E N G E R S LOST. 


Collision B etw een Tw o Steam ers 
Off 
Coast of A ustralia. 
M e l b o u r n e , Aus., Aug. 28.—A collision 
occurred at I o’clock this m orning inside 
Port Phillip Heads between th e steam ers 
Gam bier and Eastby. 
The Gam bier was bound from Sidney, N. 
8. W., for M elbourne and was clearing the 
Heads w hen she m et the Eastby bound out. 
The Eastby struck the G am bier am idship, 
crushing in her side to such an ex ten t th at 
w hen she backed away the w ater poured 
into the hold of the Gam bier in torrents. 
A scene of terrible confusion and excite­ 
m ent followed. 
Most of the passengers w ere in their 
berths asleep when th e accident happened. 
There was no tim e to cast loose th e fasten­ 
ings of the boats and lower them away. 
The Eastby rem ained alongside th e Gam ­ 
bier and rescued m any of the latter’s passen­ 
gers and crew.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , Cal., Aug. 26.—Advices 
from Singapore state that the steam er 
Namschow sailed from th at port w ith 800 
Chinese coolies for tho Penang m arket. 
The officers were Chinese, with the excep­ 
tion of half a dozen Europeans. W hile at 
sea cholera broke out am ong the Chinese. 
The sick were crowded into the cabins, 
w here a Presbyterian m inister and one lady 
passenger had taken refuge. 
A fter a terrible hurricane the cholera 
continued to spread, and deaths becam e 
very numerous. 
The death-roll grew alarm ing, and no 
fewer than 60 bodies were thrown into th e 
sea. 
Under threats the captain, upon arrival at 
Singapore, reported only six deaths to the 
harbor m aster, three from influenza and 
three from “ want of opium and general de­ 
bility. ”

Many passengers 
were landed, and no 
quarantine being declared, the vessel pro­ 
ceeded to Penang w ith the rem ainder of the 
infected cargo and crew. 
In four davs nine cases of cholera devel­ 
oped in Singapore, all traced to the steam er 
Namschow.

and Fell as Others Rose.

“The tendency of this 
speculation in 
w heat and rye is to daze the farm ers, who 
have had 
no experience in speculating 
them selves, and to m ake another section of 
the farm ers speculators. Men like myself, 
who know som ething of dealing in the 
b ucketshop, which have branches in nearly 
all our county towns, feel a tendency, w hen 
we see so m uch speculation in w hat we 
raise going on, to take a flyer’ ourselves. 
Of course he who speculates enough will 
he ruined at last, and the first step in th at 
direction is half the journey, at least, w ith 
the farm er. Yet farm ers are hum an beings, 
and, just as you see the stable boys and 
trainers bet on the racing horses they help 
to bring up, so tho farmers, when they find 
th a t their com m odities become the princi­ 
pal subjects of betting, are m inded to buy 
or sell a few thousand bushels by w ire them ­ 
selves. 
But the worst of this breadstuff specula­ 
tion is th at the farm er does not know w hat 
to do; he is filled w ith delusive hopes, 
which vanish just as be begins to realize. 
Last Saturday, for instance, w heat was 
quoted at 1.13; we picked up the paper on 
Monday at m idday and found w heat had 
gone back to 1.07 or less, a slum p of six or 
seven points: now suppose the farm er had 
sold at 1.13, which would have been a m at­ 
ter to him of six cents a bushel different 
from the price about tho tim e his order 
would have been received in New York or 
Chicago: ho would have been disappointed 
and would have m ade up his m ind th a t he 
knew not w hen to sell, or ultim ately he 
would have been robbed by the grain dealer 
who frequents all our country districts. 
Idle gossipsays th a t Jam es Keene is prom ­ 
inent in these w heat speculations, bu t I 
have my doubts upon tho subject. I well 
recollect 
W h en K e e n e Cam e to W all Street, 
for th at was about th e tim e when I cam e 
over from W ashington to New York, th a t I 
m ight learn som ething about com m ercial 
business. 
About th e tim e th at I arrived in New 
York, w hich was,perhaps,in 1876, Mr. Keene 
cam e there from California, and found just 
such a stock m arket as exists at the present 
day. There were too many brokers for the 
am ount of business, and consequently a 
large proportion of the brokers had been 
tem pting plain people into the street. Com­ 
mon rum or p u t W all st. down as a nest of 
robbers. 
The Street had no leader at all: Gould 
kept out of the w ay; Russell Sage had 
hardly then commenced to deal in the puts 
and calls which afterw ards nearly broke 
him. The S treettried Eugene Robinson for 
a leader for about two weeks; he was tho 
son of one of th e elder Robinsons who bad 
m ade fortunes in the stock m arket, and by 
m arriage 
had 
come into possession of 
a million or two, which he soon lost. 
He first attem pted to burn Jay Gould, who 
broke him alm ost as easy as a panther 
would break the back of a calf. Robinson 
did not last more than three weeks in W ail st. 
About th at tim e Keene cam e along and 
fell into the hands of a broker nam ed Sam 
Mills. Keene undertook in New York to 
play the part of a conservative; w hereas in 
C alifornia he had denounced the Comstock 
m ining stocks and had persevered in hear­ 
ing them until he m ade some m oney by 
dealing in their futures, he became in the 
city of New York a supporter of the m arket. 
He took old Sam W ard into his bosom, who 
was an optim ist, like all men possessing a 
good stom ach, and on the right side of pub­ 
lic questions. 
W hat Sam W ard predicted cam e to pass. 
th at the best class of railroad securities 
would 
nse in value, 
especially bonds. 
Keene, however, in addition to his invest­ 
m ents, introduced Chicago speculation in 
produce and breadstuffs to the city of New 
York. Tile brokers, glad to get som ething 
to do upon a distressed m arket, took up the 
suggestion, and I have observed th a t nearly 
all the men who wont Into th at business 
w ith any capital lost their pile before they 
cam e out. 
Keene him self was ruined and retired, 
and has been 
A P h an tom Q u an tity 
for years, cultivating W all st., as the old 
habitues around tho Germ an baths for­ 
m erly lived w here they had been fleeced, 
in the hope th a t somehow or other a dream , 
a loan, or fate would bring them to some 
revival. 
Tho natural history of a broker is w orthy 
of the pencil of a H ogarth: I knew one who 
flourished a long tim e in the street and had 
some very good qualities; am ong his fel­ 
lows he was reputed to be straightforw ard 
and sincere. Nevertheless, the business of 
gam bling is the same, whether you do it at 
a broker s counter or in front of a roulette 
wheel. 
This friend of m ine came from the West, 
and was a m an, I think, of little or no edu­ 
cation : but, by com m unication and inter­ 
course w ith m en of m eans and activity, he 
became som ething of a sage around W all 
st. in the course of an experience of 20 
years. I think th a t he had been som ething 
like a sutler in the war. and a native dispo­ 
sition to deal in possibilities led him either 
to buy gold or sell it according to w hat he 
thought the war would eventuate in. 
In the course of tim e he was him self a 
broker, and determ ination, faithful execu­ 
tion of orders and a certain capacity, rude 
as he was, to get in w ith rude, rich men, 
brought him slowly forward. He would not 
have his honor im pugned, and would throw 
up a rich custom er in a m om ent who com ­ 
plained if his stocks did not go the right 
way. 
My friend was a determ ined bear by 
nature. In his face was som ething wolfish, 
and his idea was to bark at th a t which ad­ 
vanced toward him, springing out of the 
way, but continuing his howl of defiance. 
W hen he executed an order in the stock 
exchange they told me th a t no one could 
tell by looking a t his face w hether he w anted 
to sell or not. Those who gathered around 
him to know if lie wa* bluffing or buying 
could read nothing in th at dyspeptic-look­ 
ing skin and sunken eyes. 
He finally gravitated uptown to a fine 
house, w ith all the conveniences of a high 
civilization. He had 
O u tlive d M ost B ro kers 
in the street, and the younger fry rather 
looked upon him as a m an well secured, 
fortunate, and som ething of an authority. 
He had never changed his partner in 20 
years. 
Finally, these m en had an office way up 
town in a costly building. In the im m e­ 
diate neighborhood lived W illiam H. Van­ 
derbilt, and. though he had w ithdraw n 
from the street ana it was said th at his 
sons had lost 811,000,000 in some big 
speculation iii the Northwest about 1881. 
yet the proxim ity of th at office caused 
V anderbilt him self to walk over occasion­ 
ally and perhaps to take a hand in a few 
thousand orders, in return for th e good 
cigars and sideboard he found in th e office. 
Prosperity changed my friend’s conserva­ 
tive status; lie became a bull in alm ost 
every departm ent. He even changed his 
Softies from tho Dem ocratic to the Repub- 
ran sid e; w hile he had looked upon Gui- 
teau as a great m an for having killed Gar­ 
field and caused stocks to fall, he opposed 
Cleveland w hen he ran a second tim e and 
wanted Harrison elected in order th at the 
public m ight come back in a stream to the 
m arket, and the value of brokers’ shares in 
the stock exchange go up to th e $39,000 
they had once bela. 
B ut nothing could arrest the decline of 
W all st. As we finished railroad build­ 
ing and reorganized most of th e railroads 
upon a non-speeulalive basis, ami economy 
became the order of the day. a healthier 
state of things prevented the rapid rises 
and breaks in stocks, and the sm all fry first 
grew discouraged and then left the street, 
and finally not m uch was left to prey upon. 
I lost sight of my friend for a tim e, but I 
found as he grew less active in business 
th at he became more patient in his nature, 
m ore philosophical, and, as it were, aged. 
He stayed at homo w ith his fam ily more 
than formerly, and gave his attention to 
the character of the young people there, 
read books and was a better man. 
I lost sight of him, as I liavo sfiid. for a 
time, and all at once I heard th a t he was 
dead. I inquired the circum stances of his 
death, and they told me th at lie had m et 
w ith losses from an unexpected source, 
which had 
L,eft H ard ly n i l H om estead. 
He suddenly looked around him . when he 
was 56 or more years of age. and found th at 
w hat he had spent 25 or 30 years to get 
together had gone away in a night. Then 
he knew how custom ers felt who had suf­ 
fered the sam e way. He thought th at tho 
philosophy w hich thev should have when 


they lost would surely have been his w hen 
he came to tho sam e end, but it was not so. 
He was like the character in Barnaby 
Rudge who goes am ong the rioters in order 
to whoop t h e riots u p th at ho m ay have 
more men to hang, and is him self taken and 
sentenced to be hanged. My friend protested 
th at it was not so comfortable a thing to 
have the noose around h n own neck as it 
had been to put it upon other people. 
It is said th at dealing in breadstuffs ana 
produce dons not affect values at ail. but 
the effect tem porarily m ust be to cause a 
wavering and an uncertainty instead of 
Hie pressure of natural tim es and of cause 
upon effect. This shuffling of prices a rti­ 
ficially unquestionably affects the m arkets. 
Wo nave seen before this, when w heat 
stood higher in Chicago than in Liverpool, 
hundreds of vessels lying a t the w harves of 
New York, unable to load and to take to 
the foreign m arket w hat our farm ers and 
corn m erchants desired to sell. 
I apprehend th at this rushing to bread­ 
stuffs is only tho last chapter of nigh tim es 
in W all st. If our legislative bodies and 
Congress knew just w hat this nation was. 
and what, its powers were, they would take 
the rat I toad question and lay it out of sight 
in this country, for at present the railroads 
are a latv unto them selves, and a separate 
governm ent from th at of the U nited States, 
and consequently the shippers and farm ers 
are tem pted to become a third governm ent 
and to raise issues concerning transporta­ 
tion, etc., which have 
No P lace Upon the Boards. 
The railroads have attem pted to become 
a governm ent, and to correct their own 
abuses by the re-establishm ent of a pooling 
and arbitration system, but it is in th e 
row er of anybody who is discontented to 
break away from this and stand a very 
sm all penalty. If the governm ent had the 
railway board rem oved from politics, non­ 
partisan and in the nature of a commission 
of 
m ercantile 
judges and m agistrates, 
rotated out, not by politics but by tim e, and 
would place the railroad situation as it 
stands in France, there would be still less 
for brokers to do. 
The existence of these largo exchanges 
in the different cities is a constant m enaoo 
to production and m arketing. 
In the city 
of New York you find iii close proxim ity 
three or four cfitferent exchanges, cram m ed 
full of brokers, who are tryiug to get com ­ 
missions, and who would put up the seam ­ 
less coat of their Saviour if they could get 
enough to do upon it. 
W hile riding at Saratoga recently w ith a 
prom inent New York broiler, I said to him : 
"How is it th at England w ith its sm all 
superfices has such an enormous am ount of 
money to invest in the im provem ents and 
enterprises of the whole world?” 
“They have not got it now,” said ho. “At 
the rate they have been going on, E ngland 
will he broke in a very few years. 
She is moro than half broke now, lim ite d 
stock companies have done the job. 
“They passed tho lim ited liability act n ot 
long before our civil war, or rather near the 
com m encem ent of it. Prior to that, a cor­ 
poration had to stay solvent, or the fortunes 
of every one of its directors were liable for 
any debts of the concern, however incurred. 
T his responsibility being 
rem oved 
the 
lower range of tho public leaped in and in­ 
vested in every sort of lim ited com pany. 
Those enterprises became purely specula­ 
tive, and finally it became to the interest of 
certain parties to wind them u p, clean them 
out and reorganize them .” 
“Then you think that railroad property 
on this side of the ocean is 
M ore S e c u re T h a n In E urop e*” 
“ I do. Those of our railroads which have 
w eathered this year are liable to do better 
and better all the tim e and to be more con­ 
servatively m anaged as tim o 
proceeds. 
Hence, American property has been a fa­ 
vorite British investm ent for some tim e past. 
The sale of Am erican stock in Europe re­ 
cently was not brought about by any w eak­ 
ness in our system of things, com pared to 
tile absolute destruction of such great con­ 
servative properties and houses as the Bar­ 
ings. 
“At th at crisis they were ahlo to realize 
upon their American stocks, and the U nited 
Htiftes had the money to buy them , and 
thus we have largely gotten out of debt and 
own our own 
railroad properties. The 
British investm ents in other parts of tho 
world had turned out to lie Dead Sea fruit. 
The Argentine Confederacy 
burst them 
wide open, hut the United States closed up 
the fracture.”

Little Albert 
Really Shut Out and 


Nightingale Should Have Been. 


Action of Board of Control in Huron 


Case Commented Upon. 


On what slight threads hang great events. 
The truth of this was never made so ap­ 
parent as in the groat $10,000 guaranteed 
stake at C harter Oak Park last week. 
Little Albert was beaten in nine heats by 
Nightingale, but he should never have 
been in the race after tho first, for he was 
shut out. 
Nightingale won first money, but she 
should never have started after the fifth 
heat, for she did not win a heat in five, and 
should have gone to the barn. 
These facts do not appear in the sum ­ 
mary, but every horsem an th a t closely 
watched tho race at H artford last week 
knows them to bo true statem ents of the 
case. 
As to the first. 
L ittle Albert made a 
break in tim first heat, arid he was so sur­ 
rounded by other horses th a t Andrews could 
not get him to his gait. It was a disastrous 
break for the Californian, but when Miss 
Alice won the heat the judge whose duty it 
was to drop the flag that would havo shut 
out Little Albert forgot to do so till the 
leaders had passed the wire several yards. 
It m ust have been a great relief to hun­ 
dreds of betters when they saw No. 7 go u p 
in the socket on tho stand th at hold Al­ 
bert’s number. 
Ho was shut out fairly, hut accident let 
him in. 
Now as to N ightingale. The race stood 
two heats for Abbie V., and the winner of 
the first heat—Miss Alice—shut out, when, 
after tim fourth heat, the judges declared a 
deadbeat between Little Albert aud Hen­ 
rietta. It is alm ost a certainty th at nine out 
of the IO heats so decided are not dead 
beaus, but are sim ply tho result of 
n iffe ro n e e of O pinion 
between two m en in the stand, and the third 
refuses to decide. 
In this case ono Judge m arked N ightin­ 
gale, one m arked L ittle Albert, and the 
third had a zero on his card. 
W hat was the fact? 
little Albert beat N ightingale out by a 
head. 
Competent m en declare so, hut the hest 
proof of all is tho instantaneous photograph 
of the finish, and by this unfailing test the 
California horse won by a short head. 
This gavo N ightingale the right to stay in 
the race as though having won a heat in 
five, and by a peculiar combination of cir­ 
cumstances; w ith Ed Geers’ great reinsman- 
shin, and aided by hor own great racing 
ability, N ightingale w ent on record as the 
first mare to win the C harter Oak stake. 
Now to look at the race from another 
standpoint. 
Taking the sum m ary as it is, and allow­ 
ing that Little Albert should have been dis­ 
tanced when the flag was dropped too late. 
Nightingaie 
won 
the 
race fairly and 
squarely. 
Albert out, she would have won the fourth, 
fifth and sixth heats and the race. It is 
doubtful if Alible V. would have been car­ 
ried to a break in the fourth heat by any 
other combination of circum stances than 
the rush and respond m ade by Albert and 
Nightingale, but on the whole it can beseen 
that a m are would have won anyway. 
But it is not tho question of Nightingale 
or Abbie V. 
A great m any good judges think Little 
Albert, being let in after the first heat, 
could have won, and at least one of the 
judges in the stand is of th at opinion. 
Andrews, who drove the horse, claim s he 
"tried for his life, 
and so annoyed was he 
by suggestions as to his not having done so 
that he threatened to “whip” any one sav­ 
ing that lie threw the race, and particu­ 
larly applied this to newsnaper men. 
But the race is over and for the second 
successive year C. J. H am lin has the win­ 
ner in a \ illage Farm bred, raised and 
broken representative. She is a race maro 
Of E x cep tio n al Q u ality . 
and is a 0-year-old, She was bv Mambrino 
King, also sire of last year’s w inner—the 
dead Prince R egent—dam M innequa Maid 
by Wood’s H am bletonian. 
She has won 
good money for her owner this year, having 
three firsts and ono second on the circuit, 
and having an aggregate of $7750 money 
won in purses. 
But while Nightingale deserves great 
credit, let justice be done to the grand 
reinsm an. F d (leers. There is one of tao 
m aster drivers of the cen tu ry ; a cold-headed 
m an and the most successful driver th at has 
come down the line of tho grand circuit. 
This week will end the grand line for the 
horses go to wind up in Philadelphia.

A m using Incidents C onnected w ith Stage 
E ating. 
The stage m anager is supposed to provide 
the stage purveyor of delicacies w ith a list, 
but lie oftefi does not. So the property 
m aster has to keep his eyes open, for often 
m uch rests on the proper m om ent when tho 
pie or the pudding m akes its entrance. His 
room is usually a t the mick of the stage. He 
has his little lists, and am ongst the eatables 
one m ight read as follows: 
ACT I. 
Scene I —Six cups of coffee, sugar, milk, toast, 
eggs, bacon. 
Scene 3—Bread and milk. 
ACT II. 
Scene I —Pie [hot), packet of sugar, con of beer, 
half pound boiled beet, ditto ham. 
ACT III. 
Scene 2—Red herring. 
Often the property m aster’s w ife m akes 
tile pie, or she may arrange with a baker in 
the neighborhood to deliver at tho proper 
tune the pie sm oking hot. In the "Streets 
of London” a pie is indispensable, as also 
are baked potatoes. 
A pio is also w anted in “Masks and 
Faces.” whilst in Boucicault’s “Forbid­ 
den F ruit,” lobster, apples and chickens 
were 
also 
in 
use. 
These 
little 
del­ 
icacies for the actors are purchased iii most 
cases by the property master, and he pre­ 
sents his bill aud is paid for them at the end 
of tho week. 
At some theatres, when fruit is needed for 
a banquet, stage fruit is used. This is also 
m ade by the property master, and the pine­ 
apples and grapes certainly look very well 
from the front. But often the fruit is of the 
finest and expensive. 
Mr. Irving as Iago plucks hot-house grapes 
from the hanging vine: but w hat say you to 
a real feast on the stage, contracted for by a 
big refreshm ent house? 
Recently “La T raviata” was played at 
Covent G arden; the singers sat down to a 
banquet in the first act fit for a Cooley sq. 
dinner table. E verything was real, pines, 
bananas, pastry, eto. 
Of course it is not possible to eat m uch 
whilst playing or singing, so those eatables 
used for stage purposes are looked upon by 
the stage m en and scene shifters as per­ 
quisites. 
Mr. Toole tells an am using experience 
connected w ith eatables on the stage. 
It was his custom in a well-known play 
always to have a real goose on in one of the 
scenes, w hich he had to carve. One very 


little g irl—presum ably a m em ber of the 
gonial com edian's stage fam ily—had her 
scat at th e table, and to bring about a good 
laugh Toole was always in the habit of 
helping the little lady to a piece of the 
goose alm ost as largo as herself. 
Now, w hat became of this plentiful help­ 
ing nobody knew 
Certain it is the child 
did not eat it. It transpired th a t the ltttlo 
one was in the habit of taking her plate 
w ith the goose on it. and getting near the 
chim ney of the fireplace—a stage m ade one. 
of course—pass tho piece of goose up tho 
c h i m n e y to her father, employed at tho th e ­ 
atre, and who was waiting behind to receive 
it. For m any a nigiit this little girl was tho 
m eans of putting on the table at homo a 
good supper of roast goose.

A CHANCE FOR COLUMBUS THE SECOND. 


There is a possible opportunity for some 
one to signalize the 400th anniversary of 
the great discovery of C o l u m b u s by imitat­ 
ing his example. 
It has been thought hitherto that C o l u m ­ 


b u s could haro no real imitators, because 
he and his successors discovered nearly 
everything that is discoverable upon this 
little planet. Navigators and discoverers, 
like ants, have pretty nearly traversed the 
entire surface of the planetary orange, so 
that would-be imitators of C o l u m b u s have 
no opportunity of exercising their talents. 
It must be admitted that this old planet is 
pretty well exhausted for exploring pur­ 
poses. But recent discoveries hold out the 
hope that the moon is the proper field for 
the achievements of Columbus the Second. 
The astronomer of the Lick observatory in 
California has discovered what he regards 
as pretty conclusive evidence of an atmos­ 
phere upon our lunar satellite, and if it has 
an atmosphere there is no reason to disbe 
lieve that it is breathed by sentientand rea­ 
soning creatures, more or less like ourselves. 
Tho moon in tho great universe is noth­ 
ing but a suburban adjunct of our planet, 
and it is really time that we became more 
neighborly and got acquainted with the 
people in our suburbs.

| advances that have been made in telescope 
; construction, we have reason to hope that 
the time will come when the moon will be 
brought within a few miles of the earth, 


a n d in d is p u ta b le e v id e n c e as to whether i t 
is inhabited or n o t will be s e c u re d . 
If th e s e c o n d C o l u m b u s shall discover 


that it is inhabited it will be his business to 
open up communications with its inhab­ 
itants, The man with genius enough to 
discover the inhabitants of the moon will 
have genius enough to communicate with 
them. 
Great geometrical figures upon our polar 
snows, gigantic search lights upou a scale 
hitherto unattempted, or some other device 
not yet dreamed of. mny he employed to 
catch th ’ eye of our lunar neighbors. 
After we once catch their eye th* rest 
will be comparatively easy, although it will 
take time. Rut we can safely leave all the 
details to Columbus tho Socond. 
Lot him appear. Tho world is waiting 
for him.

IRRESPONSIBLE LEGISLATION. 


The address of Prof. S im e o n E. B a l d w in 
of Yale College Law School before tho 
American Bar Association last Wednesdsay 
was calculated to attract more than ordi­ 
nary interest, tho speaker being a disinter­ 
ested student and teacher, rather than a 
professional lawyer. 
Of the various features of American law 
and legislation touched upon none was more 
vital to the cause of good government than 
his remarks upon eleventh-hour legisla­ 
tion, such as is rushed through on the last 
day of a session. 
"Of the 433 pages of legislation.” said 
Prof. 
B a l d w in , “which constitutes tho 
work of tho last session of the Fifty-first 
Congress, 284 pages are covered by the en­ 
actments of the closing day, and ISO only 
are occupied by those of the three months 
preceding. The opportunities for 'log roll­ 
ing' which such a condition of things in­ 
volves, tho injustice to the President, on 
whose attention 50 bills are pressed at the 
same moment, and the ready excuse it 
offers for evading the responsibility for any 
measure in the shape it finally assumes, are 
obvious. 
The remedies are obvious, too, 
but there are many and powerful interests 
oppos’d to their adoption.” 
It appears, then, that over one-half of 
the legislation of the Fifty-first Congress 
was m atter that was just a little authorized 
by due consideration at the bands of the 
People’s representatives, as though it had 
been thrown upon th e President’s desk by 
the man in the tnoon and signed by Sinbad 
the Sailor instead of the chief executive, 
who merely glanced at the titles of the 
bills and signed them hurriedly. 
When Gen. G r a n t was asked bv an indig­ 
nant judge how he came to sign the bill 
investing the meddlesome A n t h o n y C om ­ 


s t o c k with Dower, he replied that the Com­ 
stock law was rushed in upon him while 
Congress was waiting to adjourn along with 
a heap of other legislation which ho had 
not the lime to examine, even by title. 
C. Countless instances of legislation of this 
kind, which results in endless subsequent 
mischief anil Injustice, occur at every ses­ 
sion 
of 
Congress. An evil which has 
reached such proportions as are shown by 
the statement of Prof. B a l d w in is a very 
serious one and should be abolished without 
delay. 
When the Socialists and other social the­ 
orists read such figures what wondor that 
they are demanding the adoption of the 
Swiss ‘'referendum" in this country, which 
requires that upon the demand of a certain 
number of citizens every legislative act 
shall be remanded back to a vote of tho

Heavy and Rich Food to be Avoided in 


Hot Weather—A List of 
Tempting 


and Easily Made Dishes to Choose 


from Instead. 
For wholesome summer eating simple 
salads head the list, not heavy ones of 
meat, with rich oil dressing, but simply 
made from vegetables and fruits. W hat 
Mrs.;Ewing (a noted teacher of cooking in 
the West) says of them and their prepara­ 
tion is so true that we quote it entire. 
"Salads,” she says, "are wholesome food 
as well as dainty relishes. But the average 
cook shrinks in such dismay from the 
imaginary mysteries of their preparation 
that pickles and condiments have, to a 
great extent, taken the place they should 
legitimately occupy in our dietary. 
"Salads, when properly made and artisti­ 
cally prepared, are so grateful to the taste 
and so pleasing to the sight that no cultured 
family can well afford to dispense with 
them. 
"Some cook book writers have dissemi­ 
nated the erroneous idea that salads are 
troublesome and expensive. The truth is 
that the. -re so easily made that it re­ 
quires ve, 
little thought or labor to pre­ 
pare at aimpst any time a simple, satisfac­ 
tory. refreshing salad, and they are so inex­ 
pensive that their introduction to general 
use would be a national blessing.” 
The rule for a boiled dressing is equally 
good for meat, Ash or vegetables, and it has 
been pronounced the best of the kind ever 
eaten by many. Rules for oil dressings can 
be found in all cook books, but they are too 
hearty to be eaten freely during tho hot 
weather. 
R olled Salad D ressing. 
Mix together one teaspoon mustard, one 
small teaspoon sugar, one of salt, twoltable- 
spoons melted butter, six tablespoons vine­ 
gar (sharp) and the yolks of four raw eggs. 
Cook in a bowl over the teakettle until it 
thickens, being very careful to stir rapidly 
enough to keep from lumping. Just before 
usin^. thin with one-fouj;th cup thick cream,

French Dressing. 
A simple and appropriate dressing for all 
kinds of vegetable salads is made by rub­ 
bing a pint bowl with a slice of onion, then, 
after putting in a small teaspoon salt and a 
saltspoon pepper, adding six tablespoons oil 
and three of vinegar. 
This is especially 
good on lettuce and cucumbers. 
E s s Salad. 
Six eggs boiled 20 m inutes; cut in halves 
across and remove the yolks. Put them in 
a bowl, mash well, and season with melted 
putter, cayenne, 
mustard, vinegar and 
chopped parsley. Shred the best part of a 
white cabbage, and season with pepper, 
salt and vinegar. Stand up in the cabbage 
the whites of the eggs, which have been 
filled like cud s with the seasoned yolks. 
Put on top of each a little of the boiled 
dressing, and serve the remainder in a bowl. 
Garnish with parsley. 
The shredded cabbage alone,seasoned wi th 
the vinegar, salt and pepper, and the boiled 
dressing put over it. makes a delicious 
salad, only be a little sparing of the mus­ 
tard, as the cabbage contains some in itself. 
L ettuce, T om ato and C ucum ber naiad. 
Peel and halve some smooth, large toma­ 
toes, take out tho soft inside and fill with 
thinly sliced cucumbers. Arrange these in 
cups made from lettuce leaves. Put on top 
of each one some of the boiled dressing, or 
the mayonnaise if you prefer. 
Garnish 
with parsley, and you have a salad which 
would tempt an anchorite. 
It is also very nice if the tomatoes are 
filled with hard boiled eggs, cut in small 
pieces, instead of the cucumbers. 
Cold boiled potatoes, Lima beans, carrots 
and beets, cut in dice and mixed with the 
French dressing, make a delicious salad. 
Salad of S trin g H eans. 
String the beans and boil them whole 
When tender and cold, slice them length­ 
wise, cutting each into four long pieces. 
Arrange them crosswise on a platter, hav­ 
ing the slices all lying rn one direction. 
Season them an hour or two before serving, 
with a little pepper, Ralt and vinegar (three 
tablespoons) and one of oil. 
Just before 
serving drain from them any drops that 
may have collected and carefully mix with 
them a French dressing. 
P o ta to anilid. 
Four 
modium-sized 
potatoes 
rubbed 
through a sieve or a vegetable masher. Mix 
together a saltspoon m ustard, one teaspoon 
salt, the yolks of two hard-boiled eggs, a 
few drops onion juice (obtained by cutting 
an onion in halves and then scraping one of- 
the cut surfaces with a knife), four tea 
spoons olive oil and three teaspoons vinegar* 
and then mix well with the potato. Mould 
in any small form; an individual eggcup 
makes a pretty shape. Turn out into cups 
made of lettuce leaves, and garnish with 
hard-boiled eggs and parsley. Serve it with 
the boiled dressing. 
Cold moat or fish «an be used in n) better 
way during the bot weather than in salads. 
Cold lamb and veal are especially good. 
Use with celery, lettuce or cabbage in the 
same way as in making tho vegetable 
salads.

F r u i t S r.lad . 
Make the rule for lemon or wine jelly 
found on the packages of tho acid phos- 
pliated gelatine. 
Surround a mould with 
ice. 
Put in a layer of jelly aud let it 
got firm, then a layer 
of 
ripe 
fruit 
of 
any 
kind, cut 
in suitable pieces; 
either peaches, apricots, bananas, oranges, 
or 
plums, 
or 
a mixture of different 
kinds, is very’ nice. Just cover these with 
the liquid jelly and letit b e e tle hard again. 
Then another layer of fruit and jelly and so 
on until tile mould is filled. Keep on ice 
until wanted, then dip the mould for a mo­ 
ment in warm (not hot) water, invert on a 
platter, and serve. It is a delicious thing 
for tea on a hot evening.

Worst Accident Ever Known 
in North Carolina.

Wreckers—Notes from All Points. 


C h a r l o t t e , N. C., Aug. 27.—Tho most 
horrible disaster in the history of railroads 
in North Carolina occurred at 2 o’clock this 
morning at Bostian’s bridge over Third 
creek, two miles west of Statesville, N. C. \ 
At that hour the east bound train, which 
had passed Statesville on time at 1.52 a. rn., 
was hurled from the top of the bridge, a 
distance of OO to 75 feet. 
The engine and tender, baggage and sec­ 
ond-class car, and the first-class coach, the 
Pullman sleeping car and the car of super­ 
intendent of railroad bridges all 
went 
overboard. 
Tho bridge was swept from end to end. 
Georgo Cowley, travelling for the Atlanta 
Rubber Company, and one or two passen­ 
gers who made their way from the ear 
alive, came on foot to Statesville and gave 
the nows of the accident. 
In a little while the town was aroused, 
citizens in vehicles began hastening to tho 
scene, and the work of rescuing began. 
Some of the passengers had crawled from 
the carsand were perched, dazcd.on thotops 
of the cars. 
Mon were put to work and the cars cut 
open, and so many of tho passengers as 
could he found were dragged out, some 
dead, some alive. 
By dawn great crowds of people were on 
the ground, and nothing was left undone. 
Toe dead and wounded were brought to 
Statesville. The wounded were disposed of 
at the hotels and private houses. 
The dead were laid side by side on the 
floor of the farmers’ tobacco warehouse, 
and tile bodies tagged. 
B’l'wenty-two were killed and 26 injured; 
many dangerously. 
Tile train fell from the north side of the 
track. The engine lies partly up tho em­ 
bankment on the west side of the creek. 
The first-class coach lies on top of the 
second class, an I Supt. Bridger’s car partly 
covers tile sleeper. 
It is supposed that as the engine, which 
was making 25 to 30 miles miles an hour on 
a down grade, struck the bridge the track 
spread.

On board of her was Capt. Andrews of 
the dory Mermaid which sailed from Boston 
some time ago on a transatlantic race with 
the dory Sea Serpent, which was sailed by 
Capt. Lawlor.

The Sea Serpen^ arrived at Coverack, 
near Lizard Point, in the English channel, 
Aug. 5, and some days afterward an incom­ 
ing vessel reported that she had spoken the 
Mermaid a long distance from the English 
coast. 
Capt. Andrews said he had good weather 
until 35 days out from Boston, when a 
storm compelled him to reef sails and 
allow his boat to go before the wind. 
On Aug. 16 a terrible wave filled the Mer­ 
maid with seven inches of Mater, 
The 
same day he met the steamer Stag from 
Shields, and profited by a lull to empty his 
boat of water and put everything in order. 
On tho next day tile tempest broke out 
with renewed violence. A wave capsized 
the boat and Capt. Andrews, who was in 
the cabin, thought ho was lost. 
He managed to open the hatch and swim­ 
ming around the vessel climbed up on the 
keel. There he clung by a rope for half an 
hour, when the vessel righted, but every­ 
thing had been lost 
He closed himself in the cabin, lighted 
the lamp to warm bis hands, and remained 
the whole night dripping wet. 
He passed 
two days aud nights in tho same way, and 
then by laborious work put things in passa­ 
ble order. 
He saw a shark following, and harpooned 
it in the eye. The storm continued all this 
time, the wind blowing with great force. 
The lamp oil was now exhausted. 
Being too fatigued to keep watch, he lay 
on the bottom of the boat for four days. 
On Saturday, the 22d, the water was ex­ 
hausted. On the same day he was taken 
aboard the steamer Elbruz. 
Capt. Andrews asked for ballast and 
water, desiring to continue the voyage in 
the Mermaid, but Capt. Brown strongly 
dissuaded him.

Capt. Andrew's was then so 
feeble that he could not walk, and he re­ 
mained prostrate for two days.

Frightful R esult of a Balloon Ascension 
In Detroit. 


D e t r o i t , Mich., 
Aug. 29.—Prof. John 
Hogan of Jackson, Mich., made a balloon 
ascension at the exposition grounds in 
Detroit today, with fatal 
results, and 
25,000 people witnessed his distressing fall. 
It is a hot-air balloon, 45 feet in diameter, 
belonging to Prof. Bartholomew, also of 
Jackson, who paul Hogan $15 per day for 
the dangerous work. 
The balloon is provided with a parachute 
for the descent and with a trapeze for a per­ 
formance. 
Hogan made a successful exhibition yes­ 
terday, and today he seemed in his usual 
strength and spirits just before the ascent 
He w'entup 3500 feet, holding on to the bar 
of the trapeze by his right hand. 
Several noticed that his efforts to draw 
himself u d to tho bar were unavailing. 
Probably his strength and courage failed 
him. for in two and one-half minutes from 
the time he quitted the ground he let go 
the trapeze. He was then at tho height of 
3£00 feet. 
In falling he kept feet downward for a 
short distance. Then he turned partially 
over. 
His limbs swung wildly and his body 
whirled over many times. He struck flatly 
on his back on a sidewalk just outside tho 
main entrance to the grounds. 
Toe 2-inch plank and 4x4 stringer under 
the plank were broken by the body. Nearly 
every bone in tho body was broken in 
several places, but there was little bleeding 
internally. 
The descent was made in less than 30 sec­ 
onds. Even if lie w'as not dead before lie 
struck, death was instantaneous. 
The scene was indescribable.

shrieked and tainted, and strong men 
leaned on each other for support. 
Hogan was a brother of the Hogan who 
lost his life two years ago in a balloon as­ 
cension in Brooklyn, N. Y. He was 35 
years old, and leaves a widow and daugh­ 
ter.

A French Noble Crosses the Atlantic 
Before tho Mast. 
New York, Aug. 28.—A French noble­ 
man with a nautical turn has crossed the 
Atlantic as a common sailor, and thereby 
won a big wager made with a friend. 
He is Baron de Rede, member of the 
French Zoological Society, of the committee 
of the United French Yacht Club and of the 
Royal Forth Yacht Club in Scotland, and 
he arrived on tho steamship Noordland of 
the Red Star line, 
at Jersey City, on 
Wednesday afternoon. 
Tho baron was none tho worse for his ex­ 
perience as a sailor, and he has added to his 
store of ship knowledge. 
He is here to study American yachting. 
While the Noordland lay at Antwerp a 
bronzed-faced and solidly built young man 
of medium size went aboard in yachtsman s 
uniform, and asked the first officer if he 
wanted an able seaman. 
Clement, in proof of his claim of compe­ 
tency. showed papers written in French and 
stamped by the French authorities. 
The Noordland’s first officer took him to 
be a navigator of experience, because sel­ 
dom a French sailor comes to him for work 
who speaks English.

He sent Clement before the ship’s doctor 
for physical examination. He passed and 
then signed articles to serve in the Noord­ 
land for a month. 
His pay was fixed at 95 francs. 
Tho Noordland sailed from Antwerp on 
Saturday, Aug. 15, and that morning Paul 
Clement came aboard carrying his sailor

"I could 
not deceive my own people.” 
Baron de Rode asked the first officer if ho 
would release him from his contract if he 
found a substitute for tne return voyage.

To be Built In Iowa and to Have a High 
Rate of Speed. 


N e w Y o r k , Aug. 29.—'The new torpedo 
boat No. 2 probably will be built at the 
Iowa iron works, Dubuque, la, It will be 
150 feet in length, with a beam of 14 feet 6 
inches.

How to Make Spectre Photographs. 
[New York Recorder.] 
A rthur S. Green, an American photog­ 
rapher, gives the following m ethod of m ak­ 
ing the cam era a source of am usem ent by 
the production of "ghost” or "shadow ” pict­ 
u res—for exam ple, a seated m an starting 
back in terror from his own spectre. 
Make a background of the proper size by 
stretching out some black m aterial. Place 
the subject, draped in w hite or in light 
cloihing, in the right attitude to the right 
or left of the centre of the background. 
then focus the cam era aud expose the plate 
for half a second. 
The impression will be th at of a shadowy 
and ghost-like figure. 
Take a chair and table, placing the chair 
in the centre of the background, and the 
table on the side away from the ghost. 
Seat the subject in the chair, with his head 
turned to the ghost: focus again, and give 
th e plate a full exposure, which, if the light 
is good, should be about two seconds. 
Develop and print in the usual way. Any 
object to be seen through the ghost should 
be photographed with 15 seconds’ exposure 
before taking the picture of the ghost. 
Other devices of the kind m ight be m en­ 
tioned, but it will be more interesting to 
leave them to the ingenuity of the am ateur.

Life in an A rkansas town has some strong 
points of vantage: though, to be sure, the 
average villager’s civilization is at the cab- 
iijet-organ stage. 
An am azing num ber of such m usical in­ 
strum ents is sold all through the State. 
F irst comes the sewing machine, then the 
cabinet organ. The am bition of rural m oth­ 
ers is to have their children take music les­ 
sons. The Arkansan has a great opinion of 
an education, and will m ake m any sacri­ 
fices togive it to his children. 
Churches abound in all the small towns, 
They are, one may say, alm ost t<>o abun­ 
dant, since they are often Beamily sup­ 
ported ; the town th at m ight have one 
church in peace and comfort keeping two 
or three in discord and leanness. In conse­ 
quence tile salaries of the clergy are always 
small, and sometimes pitiful. 
In justice to the Arkansas laym an, how ­ 
ever, I ought to say that he is not captious; 
indeed, lie is in general easily pleased, a 
willing worker, and. to the lim it of his 
means, a more than willing giver. No­ 
where is the cloth more respected. Tile 
churches have the r own share of the m ake­ 
shifts (if a prim itive community. 
lf there are no pews, as sometimes hap­ 
pens, there is a placid borrowing of chairs. 
One little hill church had no lam ps; so the 
congregation (or, rather, those who rem em ­ 
bered it) brougnt their own lamps to the 
evening service, and could be 6een gather­ 
ing from afar, a light to tho Gentiles, as 
their steps tw inkled over the hills. Such 
inconveniences are taken in perfect good 
hum or and seriousness. 
In Hie same spirit, allowance is m ade for 
the habits of th e worshippers where they 
conflict with ecclesiastical decorum. Thus, 
In a certain church to which an Episcopal 
clergyman of my acquaintance once m inis­ 
tered, the white wail behind the pulpit was 
decorated to the right (very am ply and 
blackly) w ith the pio u s confidence, t h e 
l o r d w il l p r o v id e , and to the left (equally 
amply and blackly) w ith the courteous re­ 
quest,

The same sheet, in an earlier issue, used a

the goal. Her son Tommy is a great help 
to her.

Indeed, every page radiates an intim ate 
friendliness.

"Mrs. Rev. Jones,” who has "a severe 
attack of the la grippe,” and Miss Nettie 
How ard, who "is suffering from a rising in 
her ear.” each has a whole paragraph of 
sympathy.

allusions enable us, if not the editor, to 
guess why young “Bud H arrington comes 
oyer to our town so often these m oonlight 
nights.

As Shakespeare 
or some other poet author savs, T here’s 
nothing half so sweet in life as love’s young 
dream.

the left, but the left foot is alm ost always

W ork Done in Playing. 
[Galtgnanl Messenger.] 
A Philistine in art has appeared in the 
person of Dr. N eitzel, who has startled the 
m usical world by an cxtraordinaay com ­ 
pilation of figures w ith regard to tho 
strength required by th e ordinary pianist to 
play the pianoforte w orks of the modern 
composer. 
W ith this object he has dissected Chopin’s 
beautiful "Funeral M arch,” and Etude No. 
12, op. 25, and has arrived at tho following 
conclusions: T hat 
the sm allest weight 
necessary to strike the keyboard, in order 
to obtain a pianissim o effect, calls forth a 
pressure of thefinger equal tollO gram m es; 
200 gram m es for expressive, and 3000 
gram m es for fortissim o. 
These figures refer to single sounds only, 
the w eight required for striking chords is 
inverse to the num ber of notes, as four 
sounds together need only a pressure of 
4u0u or 5000 gram m es instead of 8000 
gramme.*, riven th a t the strength required 
for striking one note forte is estimated at 
2000 grammes. 
Dr. Neitzel calculates th at in Chopin’s 
etude the strength for one passage lasting 
2 m inutes 5 seconds weighs not less than 
3150 kilos. 
It would have been interesting: from this 
weighty point of view to have kno wn the 
ngures in connection w ith some of the com­ 
positions of the followers of the W agnerian 
school, but no doubt the doctor will one day 
extend his labors in this direction, unless 
he in the m eantim e tries to ascertain the 
am ount of breath wasted by a flute player 
in a given num ber of years.

They were married only Ave months ago amid the 
most auspicious circumstances. 
The wedding occurred at the fashionable St. 
George’s church, Hanover sq., and was an excep­ 
tionally brilliant affair, the American colony turning 
out largely,and many English notables boing present. 


The above despatch was printed in yester­ 
day’s Globe, and perhaps it surprised no 
one in America more than the young man 
who had only the day beforo carefully put 
the proper punctuation marks in the sympa­ 
thetic sketch which follows of the honeyed 
hom e life of Mr. and Mrs. Caryll.

I asked Mrs. Caryll if she intended to 
visit Boston sdme day, arni the question 
brought up this interesting outline of her 
plans. An opera is being w ritten expressly 
for her. Tile libretto is by Baul terrier, 
author of "The M usketeers,’’ and other 
light operas. 
Mr. C aryl I sneaks of him in high term s. As 
perhaps tile best of living French dram a­ 
tists lor tliis class of work. He is particu­ 
larly pleased w ith F errier’e verses.

Caryl! himself will compose the music, and 
both he and his wife say that pains will be 
taken to avoid m aking tho work a one-part 
piece.

A remarkable instance of their work to­ 
gether occurred not long ago, when Mr. 
Caryll was asked to w rite a new song for 
Mr. Haydon Coffin, to bo interpolated in 
"L a Cigale." The words had been w ritten 
by Mr. Frederic W ether!ay, whoso verses 
are as well known in Am erica as in E ng­ 
land. 
Ono morning Mr. Caryll sat down in his 
studio to write the m usic. Mrs. Caryll was

F.very woman, when she wishes to dress, 
know v how convenient it would be if she 
only had a window shade th at would some­ 
tim es screen the bottom part of a window, 
and adm it at th e sam e tim e a full flood of 
light at the top. especially if her bureau or 
pier glass may be near the window, for if 
she pulls down the shade when dressing, 
she shuts off a quite necessary light, 
Then, again, if of an evening, w hen the 
room is’heated by the lights, one attempts 
to let in air by lowering tho top window. 
the wind blows Hie window shade in all 
directions. If they let th e shade go up to 
the top of the window, they adm it the 
neighborhood to their privacy. 
These needs have been m et at various 
tim es by the arrangem ent of a roller which 
may bo fastened along guide ropes or tracks 
upon which it travels at any point from the 
do 
top to the bottom of a window casem ent. 
But the sim plest way you can possibly 
arrange a shade is the way we illustrate. 
Tim shade is not tacked to the roller, 
which is usually the case, but is provic__ 
at th e too w ith a bar of sheet iron as 
thin as the average cardboard, and one- 
eighth of an inch thick, running the full 
w idth of the shade; cut two lengths of tape. 
each a half-inch wide and four feet long; 
tack one end of one piece of tape to the ex­ 
trem e left of the wooden roller and carry it 
down on a slight angle and tasten to the top 
of the shade, to tljis thin, firm, top bar at a 
point about five inches from the left-hand 
side. 
Adjust the other tape by a tack at the ex- 
.jenie right hand of the roller and carry it 
to the shade bar below slightly inclined to 
the left, striking the bar as w ith the left- 
hand tape about four inches from the end. 
The shade is thus suspended a yard or so 
from the roller. 
W hen the roller revolves it turns the tape 
about it, preserving a parallel spiral ar­ 
rangem ent which 
distributes 
the tape 
evenly about the roller when the shade is 
draw n up. 
This bar. which steadies the top of the 
shade, may be m ade of tin, b u t th e iron ta 
more rigid and quite as thin. 
If properly attached to the shade there is 
nothing objectionable in its appearance, as

the bar should not be exposed, b u t entirely 
hid by folding the shade once about it. 
The tape should be of th e color of the 
roller, and the roller should be stained and 
varnished as neatly as a cu rtain pole.

The patient horse stood now and 
then turning his wearied head toward the 
cart as if in wonder at the laziness and the 
n stings of the driver, who snored com­ 
placently. I imagined that fellow going to 
his home to be met by wife and children, 
his very presence a stench, his clothes reek­ 
ing with garbage, his hair moistened with 
filth, for there he lay, head back and legs 
stretched upon the bottom of that nasty 
cart. 
Whence come these men? 
W hat power sent Individuals with such 
taste, susceptible of such degradation, into 
a world so beautiful. 60 fair? 
A third feature. 
I live on West 21st st. During the past 
year and a half Hie entire pavement has 
been dug ap 13 times for the accommoda­ 
tion of several gas companies, the water 
mains, tho conduits for various wires and 
for tlie milking of connections between 
these differing pipes with the several habi­ 
tations on either side of the road. About 
six months ago w hat 
W e F a m ily H o p e d 
was the last upsettle occurred, and tho 
street was covered with an asphalt pave­ 
ment. As I looked out there drew up in 
front of my house, on the other side of the 
way, a cart loaded with tar, various pipes, 
implements for breaking the pavement and 
others for replacing it with a roller. 
From a property point of view and a tax­ 
payer’s observation, this constant upsettle 
is bad enough. But that’* not the point 
that struck me. 
The men connected 
with the business were Joined by a dirty 
set of men at work upon a neighboring 
building, Lighting their pipes, they threw 
the paper remnants upon the street. Sit­ 
ting upon the steps of the houses, they 
peeled oranges, bananas, and threw the 
skins into the street. Thoy drank coffee 
and spilled part of it on the steps. They 
left their greasy food upon the steps. They 
fooled with each other, throwing bits of 
fruit and meat and sprinklings of beer and 
coffee over each other, and, when they 
finished, they wiped their greasy hands 
upon their filthy clothing, anti sauntered up 
and down, laughing, fooling and, I dare say, 
"enjoying" themselves. 
The impression produced upon my mind, 
which I believe is charitably disposed as a 
rule, was that of ineffable disgust at the 
dirt, the uncunniuess, tile disregard of sani­ 
tary mid cleanly regulations, and the ap­ 
pearance of low-downativeness manifested 
by the entire group. 
Now I don’t want any self-constituted 
critic to talk to me about tho "honest work­ 
ing man." or to attempt any demagogue ap­ 
peal over my head. 
It won’t work. 
I won’t have it. 
I presume I have written as much, and 
done as much, and given as much for honest 
workers, and to honest w orkers, as any man 
of my age and my means but I draw' a very 
great distinction between honest endeavor 
and careless slackness indicative of dis­ 
honest work. 
These Men are D ishonest. 
They are not honest with themselves, they 
Lave neither clean faces, clean hands, clean 
clothes nor clean habits. A man who can 
sleep comfortably enjoying his siesta in a 
•willcart is not honest to himself. Ho cer­ 
tainly is not thoughtful of his wife nor 
careful of his children. We are told that 
the human body is the temple of God the 
Father. It would be a sorry day for God 
tile Father to enter any such temple as 
those disporting themselves on my neigh­ 
bors’ steps today. It would turn the stom- 
&r Ii of an alligator, it would upset the inte­ 
rior economy of an ostrich to be asked even 
to afford hospitable accommodation to the 
stuff, handled as it was, that these crea­ 
tures gorged themselves with. 
W hat are we ooming to? 
Like breeds like. The children of these 
fellows will have the same dirty habits, will 
be contented with the same filthy surround­ 
ings. The fountain cannot rise higher than 
its source, and when an exception is found 
and some man bom of this uncanny class 
rises above his condition aud makes him­ 
self felt, a man above men, he is noted 
throughout the State, the country, possibly 
the world. But these fellows come here in 
herds. They live like pigs, they have no 
ambition beyond that of resting and gorg­ 
ing. and now and then their frightful con­ 
dition is brought to public notice by some 
such incident as that of this morning. 
These habits are to be found among people 
in every city. It is not that New York is 
any dirtier, or its people any nastier, or its 
common workers any more common than 
those of other towns and places where this 
class settle.

I often have thought when in a crow4 I 
suddenly come behind some particularly 
cross, red-Decked and hairy creature, who 
annoyed me by his very presence, after all 
that red and hairy neck is probably, the 
sweetest spot in life to some woman, and 
that unpleasant paaaonnllty is the head and 
front of some respecting and affectionately- 
regarding family. 
The Bible says somewhere "the way of a 
man with a woman is past finding out." 
I don't know how that is, but I certainly 
think the ways of woman with men of cer­ 
tain grades and description are past under­ 
standing. 
Precisely why this man should choose this 
woman, and that woman consent to he 
chosen; why oftentimes as between two the

Tho event of last week in Vermont and 
New Hampshire was President Harrison’s 
tour throughout the two States, in the 
course of which he mot with formal recep 
tions in the larger oities abd towns. At 
other placesfhe spoke to the people from the 
rear platform of the railroad car. At St. 
Johnsbury and St. Albans the fervor of the 
reception was very noticeable. At W ater­ 
bury 
the President made a very 
long 
speech, eulogizing the New England char­ 
acter. At Montpelier the speech was from 
the front of the capitol, on the State’s rela­ 
tions to tho general government. Civic pro­ 
cessions and large crowds markedlthe prog 
ress, and for two days of the trip rain sadly 
marred the proceedings. 
Thursday and 
Friday were spent at Secretary Proctor’s 
home and in visiting the Vermont marble 
quarries. Perhaps the best summary of the 
trip of is told by the President himself. He 
came to Vermont for “rest.” 
M y F b a lo w -Cit iz k x s—Gov. Proctor held 
out to me the suggestion that this trip to 
Vermont would be a very restful one to me. 
He has about as little appreciation of what 
rest is as any man I know. (Laughter.) 
When I attended the centennial demonstra­ 
tion of the inauguration of Washington, in 
New York, I spent part of one day on the 
bridge of the Dispatch bowing to the fleet 
in the bay as we moved down to the Battery, 
and the balance of tnat day shaking hands 
at the City Hall, attending a ball at night; 
IO hours the next day reviewing a proces­ 
sion. with a banquet at night ;as many hours 
the next day reviewing the civic procession, 
and when they released me from the stand, 
about 5 o'clock in the evening, I hurried to 
the Jersey City depot to take a train, 
scarcely able to Rtand upon my feet. One of 
the gentlemen of the committee said to me: 
"Well, Mr. President, I hope you have en­ 
joyed these three days of restin New York.’’ 
(Laughter.) 
I wish I could see you more satisfactorily 
than I am able to on a hurried trip like this, 
but Gov. Proctor kept me up very late last 
night, and was himself the last man down 
to an early breakfast this morning. 
All 
that I have seen in your State has but in­ 
creased the respect I have always enter­ 
tained for your people. 
A recent journey 
of somewhat great length through the 
country very deeply impressed upon me the 
unity of our people. The building of these 
great railroad lines, making every part of 
every State familiar, and stretching across 
the continent to bring within easy access 
the most distant parts of our country, has 
had a great tendency to unify our people 
and to wipe out whatever there was provin­ 
cial or local in our character. It has rubbed 
off some of the edges of the New England 
character, and has rubbed some of tile New 
England polish upon us of the West. 
A compound can only bo made homo­ 
geneous by a thorough mixing, and tho 
American people have certainly had a 
thorough mixing. Ii is pleasant to know 
that the South is being obliterated, that all 
that made it distinctive, in the sense of 
separation or alienation, is being gradually 
wiped out. 
The prejudices of generations are not like 
the marks upon a blackboard that can be 
rubbed off with a sponge. They are more 
like those deep lines which the glacier has 
left in the rock; but the water, when the 
surface is exposed to its gentle and perpet­ 
ual influence, wears cut the evidences by 
attrition in the most stubborn strata. And 
so influences are at work in our whole 
country to erase the divisions of the oast 
and to give assurance of its future. I am 
sure you each feel a pride in vour American 
citizenship. I thank you most sincerely for 
your friendly greeting.

H., at 9.30 
o’clock Wednesday morning. Mrs. Camp­ 
bell was terribly bruised and is fatally in­ 
jured; Miss Campbell was injured inter­ 
nally and her limbs badly bruised, and Mr. 
Campbell sustained severe scalp wounds. 
The carriage was completely demolished, 
and the horse and a dog killed. Mrs. Camp­ 
bell died on Thursday. 
Gen. James Longstreet, tho Confederate 
general, bas not attended the encampment 
of New Hampshire veterans at the Weirs 
this week, as it had been expected he would 
do, his absence being attributed to the pub­ 
lication of certain newspaper articles tend­ 
ing to arouse a prejudice against him. The 
veterans adopted resolutions condemning 
the tendency to revive unpleasant memories 
of the war, and cordially inviting Gen. 
Lougstreet to visit the encampment in 1892. 
The extra session of the Vermont Legis­ 
lature came to an end Thursday noon. Just 
before adjournment the bill aimed at ex­ 
press companies, compelling them to return 
to the rates charged before they added 4 
per cent, to cover the tax imposed upon 
them by the last legislature, passed both 
houses. Efforts to set apart the direct tax 
fund for specific purposes failed, aud a reso­ 
lution was passed turning it into the State 
treasury for the general expenses of the 
State. The bill to establish a naval bat­ 
talion was killed in committee. The Aus­ 
tralian ballot law was slightly amended so 
as to remedy cortaln minor defeots. Gov. 
Page signed the bill appropriating $15,000 
for the W orld’s fair. 
The 58th annual gathering of the Univer­ 
salist churches of Vermont and the Province 
of Quebec terminated Thursday at Rutland 
with 160 delegates present.

David Peters, a 14-year old boy from the 
Waterville poor farm, confesses to setting 
fire to tho barn of Abram Bartlett of Wins­ 
low, Me., where he lived, alleging ill-treat­ 
ment. 
Tho final entries for the State fair at 
Lewiston. Me., show the largest field of 
horses ever seen at any State fair. The en­ 
tries for trotting exceed 230. and those to 
arrive by mail will make the total 250; 
cattle, 700; sheep, 400: poultry, 400 pairs. 
Entries in all classes exceed by far those 
made iii any previous year. 
The handsome little Episcopal church at 
Hull’s Cove, Bar Harbor, Me,, was conse­ 
crated Thursday by the bishop of Maine, as­ 
sisted by eight clergymen. 
The descendants of W illiam Hartwell, 
who settled on the fertile hills of Concord, 
N. IL. 250 years ago, gathered at their 
eighth annual reunion there Thursday. The 
exercises were held at the Town Hall. 
An old hunchback, who died at Hamburg, 
Conn., last week, was found to be no hunch­ 
back at all. The apparent deformity was 
due to the clever way the man had of carry­ 
ing about liquors in a prohibition town. 
The national convention, Daughters of 
Liberty, concluded its session at Waterbury 
Thursday evening. Mrs. Laura M. Thomp­ 
son of Allegheny City, Penn., was appoited 
national marshal. 
The next convention 
will bo held iii Philadelphia. 
The 25th annual meeting of the Univer- 
sal Peace Union opened at Mystic, Conn., 
Wednesday, President Love of Philadel­ 
phia presiding. 
There was a session of tho French Cana­ 
dian State convention at Waterbury, Conn., 
that lasted until 12 o’clock Tuesday night.
